THE BROOKLYN VACANCIES IN THE STATE 
COMMITTED AND HOW THEY MAY BE 
FILLED—A MISTAKE IN THE PLATFORM. 

Ricyrretp Spxries, Sept. 20.—The vil- 
iage is well-nigh deserted by the delegates to- 
aight, among the last to leave being Senator 

Miller and a party of friends, who drove over 

to Otsego Lake and then across the country 

to Herkimer. ‘The streets have relapsed into 
their usual quietude, the piazzas of the New 

American and Spring House are merely 

sprinkled, no longer ove with guests, 

and the drapery of the wigwam has been re- 
moved, only the Stars and Stripes remaining 
bo lend dignity to the structure. The wigwam 
will not be taken down, but will probably re- 
ceive the finishing touches necessary to con- 
vert it into the village hall, On Sunday the 

Rev. Mr. Tompkins, a colaborer of Moody and 

Bankey, who has been spending several days 

at the Springs, desires to hold religious ser- 

rices in it and has made application to Proctor 


lor the necessary permission. 
The morning train received the most of the 


departing delegates, nearly a dozen cars ful) 
pulling out from the station. John J. O’Brien 
and his wife, Col. Ethan Allen, Albert Dag- 
yett and wife, Senator Russell, 8, T. Maddox, 
and half a dozen other members of the Brook- 
lyn delegation; Cul. Cregan, ex-Assembly- 
man Henry L. Sprague, Assemblyman 
William T. O'Neil, of Franklin, and Isaac L. 
Hunt, of Jefferson; John F. Smyth and wife, 
P. P. Wall, and Bernard Biglin were among 


its passengers. Col. Cregan will not return 
directly to New-York, but will visit Buffalo. 
There was a general feeling of satisfaction 
over the result of the convention’s labors, and 
the belief was expressed, especially by the 
country delegates, that the effect of Senator 
Miilee’s speech would be to rouse the voters in 
the rural districts to an active support of the 
ticket. Uncle Tom Alvord very emphatically 
remarked: ** Now, if you Republicans in the 
lower end of the State will only come out on 
election day the ticket will be elected bya 
handsome majority.” 

The new State Committee has been pretty 
thoroughiy canvassed, and, although many of 
its members are new men, enough is known of 
the: to warrant the belief that they are men of 
sufficient ability and sagacity to render valua- 
ble service in their respective districts. 
The complications of the political situa- 
tion in Brooklyn are such that in 
three of the districts the delegates 
have been unable to agree upon a choice and 
it wal be several days before they will be ablo 
to msach a settiemer.t. Asa compromise can- 
dida* in one of the districts, the name of a 
gentleman in no wise identified with Brooklyn 
affairs has been suggested, with a view, if his 
selection should prove satisfactory, to his 
designation as the Chairman of the new com- 
mittee. This gentleman is Mr. Marvelle W. 
Cooper, a well-known dry goods merchant of 
New-York. Mr. Cooper isa warm friend of 
the President, and at ons time, the quidnuncs 
bad nominsted and confirmed him as Collector 
ofthe Port. Should the Brookiynites agree 
upon bim as their representative and the com- 
mitvee elect him, Capt. Chester S. Cole, of 
Steuben, would be offered the Chairmanship 
of the Executive Committee. Such a combina- 
tion. itis argued, would give to the commit- 
bee strength among the business men who are 
friendly to the party, and certainly executive 
ability, with Capt. Cole at the head of the 
workiog committee. 

The name of Silas B. Dutcher, who has 
moved back to Brooklyn and embarked in 
busincss, has also been “eo for commit- 
teemar. from one of the Brooklyn districts 
with a view to making him Chairman of the 
cominittee. Some of his intimate friends, 
however, declare that he would not take the 
positi.n because of his business interests. Mr. 
_ Madccx was one of those who urged the selec- 
tion of Mr. Dutcher. For Mr. Dutcher it may 
be said that he has the respect and confidence 
of all sbades of Republicans. 

Some of the New- Yorkers are provoked over 
what they term the ‘‘ muddling” of the reso- 
lution directing the Committee of Eighteen to 
rarry out toe plan of reorganization proposed 
by the Committee of Eighteen, “ with such 
Rmend™ments as may be deemed advisable by 
taid committee.” John J. O’Brien throws 
lighS upon the history of the resolu- 
tion as well as upon that plank 
in the platform approving the plan of organi- 
vation. It was a mistake, he says, that this 
plank found its way inw the platform. A 
resolution substantially the same as this plank 
was offered to the convention just before the 
hour of recess by Col. Ethan Allen, and along 
with others it was referrea to the Committee 
on Resolutions, of which W. E. Kisselburgh 
wes Chairman. The committee reported it as 
B part of the platform, whereas it was intended 
to be a distinct matter to be acted upon by it- 
self. To meet this point, and to prevent any 
technical objections being made to the au- 
thority of the Committee of Eighteen 
by disputatious members of the party, 
Mr. O’Br‘ea suggested that another resolution 
be laid before the convention. Coil. 8S. V. BR. 
Cruger was requested to draw it up and to em- 
body in ita sentence indorsing such amend- 
ments to the plan of the Committee of Hight- 
ten as bad already been agreed upon by that 
body. But the resolution was fated to meet 
with anotie~ wag of Instead of the pro- 

line o2 actiun ing followed, another 
End ajtoget» s2 diffecent idea was presented by 
the use of ‘bo phrase ** with such amendmerts 
as may bo tes..ed advisable by said commit- 
tee.” Mr. O'Brien emphaticeliy declares that 
neither bs wr bis associates had any such idea 
us is pr<seated by these words.

THEE CANVASS LY ONONDAGA, 
QUARESGLS OF THE TAMMANY AND ANTI-TAM- 
MANY FACTIONS. 

Srracva™, Sept. 20.—The Tammany and 
goti-Tammany Deivcrats in Onondaga Coun- 
by are having a lively fight over the election 
of delegates to the Buffalo Convention. The 


auti-Tammany, or Manniog, faction is led by 
Henry J. Mowry, presznt membe- of tke State 
Comunittee, whits Col. Jenney, formerly a 
member of Jobn Kelly’s Etate Comniitiee, 
leads the opposite faction. The Tammany 
sympathizers cla‘m that the majority of the 
Democrats in this county are with them, and 
would elect Tanimany delegates on a square 
fight but that tho Manning Democrats, 
foreseeing this result, have resorted. to 
revolutionary tactics and taken the ap- 
pointmens of Inspectors of the primaries 
away fro: the Ward Committees in Syracuse 
and given it tothe General City Committee, 
which is anti-[ammany. It is assumed here, 
as it is in New-York, tbat the Inspectors of 
Election and not the voters are to deterinine 
the result. be Tammany faction charges 
that these same tactics are being resor-ed to 
by the Manning faction allover the State, and 
that they are using the State office-holders of 
all gyrzdes to accomplish their purpose. The 
obiect, they say, is two-fold; first, to elect 
pnouzh deiegates, if possible, to exclude 
Tamnmany from the convention, and, failing 
In that, tosecure at ail events the contrci of 
the next Stave Committee and the continuance 
in office of Dan Manning as Chairman. In this 
rity and in this Congressional district the tac- 
tics are likely to be successful, and a full anti- 
fammany delegation will be sent to Buffalo. 
Where tha tactics do not succeed it is said ubat 
tontesting delegations will be sent to the con- 
yention oy Manning’s adberents, 
The Kepublicaus of Onondaga are as harmo- 
pious this year as the Democrats are discord- 


ant. Senator Dennis McCarthy will be renom- 
inated to-morrow acclamation for his fifth 
Senatorial term. The Republicans feel confi- 
dent of electing all three of the Assemblymen. 
In the First District John Geddes will be re- 
nominated. In the Second District, Thomas 
Hendricks, and in the Thira Conrad Schoo- 
maker, both new men, will receive the nomi- 
nation.

TALE UF THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


MR. LYDECKER LIKELY TO GET A GOOD 
OFFICE—PREPARING FOR CONGRESS. 

Wasaineton, Sept. 20.—Mr. John R. 
Lydecker, of New-York, is spoken of as likely 
to be the successor, some time in October, of 
Mr. Edgar M. Marble, Commissioner of Pat- 
ents. Mr. Marble has, it is understood, con- 
templated for some time resigning his of- 
fice. About the time he proposed offering 
his resignation he was made the ob- 
ject of some vile slanderous paragraphs in 
some of the newspapers. He would 
not resign in the face of the accusations made 
against him, and has retained his place until 
the slanders have ceased. It is now under- 
stood that he is desirous of surrendering his 
office, and that he will resign on Oct. 1. Sev- 


eral names have been mentioned as those of can- 
didates for the place, but it is believeu that Mr. 
Lydecker will get it. 

A dozen men were at work to-day in the 
House of Representatives rearranging the 
seats for members and endeavoring so to pack 
them together as to seat the increased number 
in the Forty-eighth Congress in about the 
same space as that occupied by the Forty- 
seventh. As the 293 members in the last 
House were rather uncomfortably crowded 
when all were present, the difficulty of seat- 
ing 325, or 32 more, is not a small 
one to overcome, The elevated platforms on 
which the desks are placed have been extended 
by removing a screen across the south side of 
theroom. The four long aisies on each side 
have been reduced to two, and all the short 
or “blind” aisies, by which members were 
enabled to reach seats in the centre from the 
rear, have been filled up with desks. 
To the old members, the crowding of desks and 
cbairs will prove decidedly objectionable, and 
it seems inevitable that the new members, who 
will have to learn how to getin and out of 
their places, will be in danger of having their 
toes stepped upon in more senses than one. 

The first congress of the American Ornith- 
ologists’ Union, which will be held in New- 
York on Sept. 26, in the American Museum of 
Natural History, promises to be a very inter- 
esting gathering. It is to be held in pursuance 
of a circular invitation addressed to the lead- 
ing ornithologists of the United States and 
Canada by Prof. J. A. Allen, of ane 
Dr. Elliot Coues, of Washington, and Mr. 
liam Brewster, of Cambridge. 

Severai of the gentlemen attached to the 
staff of the Commissioner for the London Ex- 
hipition have returned. Mr. R..J. Gear ar- 
rived this morning, and reports favorably upon 
the im ion made by the American exhibit. 
Prof. Goode sailed on the 19th inst. Messrs. 
Earll, Cox, and Chester remain to pack the 
collectiou for return. 

Reports from Woods Hall state that Prof. 
Baird nas been very successful in his dredging 
operations this year. Eighteen ortwerty new 
fishes bave been taken, one of which represents 
anew species. The Albatroas, the new vessel, 
has proved very seaworthy, and several long 
trips have been made with her.

A THREATENED STRIKE BEGUN.

THE WINDOW-GLASS WORKERS DECLINE TO 


ACCEPT REDUCED WAGES. 


PitTseuRrG, Penn., Sept. 2U.—The expected 
strike of window-glass workers was fairly begun 
to-day, without the formality of the final confer- 
ence which was announced to tako place. The 
committee of manufacturers was ready to 
meet the workmen at the appointed time 
with arguments to show the necessity of 
@ substantial reduction in wages and a change 
in the rules of work, but the latter did not appear. 
Later in the day the officers of the association said 


that their failure to attend the conference was not 
intended as an insult to theiremployer«, bul. sofur 
us they were concerned, the first coiivrence wus 
final, and more meetings were uutecersary and 
would only increase the bitterness ulreay existing. 

Whenever the manufacturers are willing to re- 
sume operations at last year’s terme they will find 
the workmen ready to go to work, but tis useless 
to ask them to talk about arcepting any reduction. 
The manufacturers are ruiher chagrined at what 
they term the obstinacy «of the workmen. Mr. 
Jobn J. O’Leary, who wus Secretary of the Chica- 
go Convention of Manu/acturers, eald this after- 
noon; “The strike is now begun in earnest, and 
those workmen who expect to win will learn in a 
short time that they are woefully mistzken. The 
manufacturers have the strorgest organiza- 
tion of the kind in the country; bat we 
do not rejy so mush on our strength as 
on the jussies of our causeto bring us victory. 
W- found ourselves inthe same position as the 
iron manufacturers werd last year—not certain 
who contro!led the busine-e our capital had 
created. Like tho iron manufacturers, we have 
determined to assert our rights to conduct our 
business to suit ourselves, end the workmen will 
find that we are in earnest. We are not so par- 
ticular about securing a reduction in wages as we 
are in the point Lhave mentioned. The workmen 
may get along very weil for a few months, but 
peeeee the Winter is over they will be giad to 
yield.” 

From another source it was learned that « meet- 
ing of the manufacturers will be held early next 
week. Atthat time action may be taken that will 
influence the result.

A WEALTHY LADY MISSING 


SINGULAR DISAPPHARANCHKE OF 
MRS. ELIZABETH C. MORTON. 

A SEA CAPTAIN’S WIFH WITH $3,000 IN 
MONEY AND $5,000 wortTm OF DiIa- 
MONDS MYSTERIOUSLY SPIRITED AWAY. 

Mrs. Elizabeth C. Morton, the wife of 

Capt. Thomas H. Morton, who commands the 

Pacific Mail steam-ship Colon, has been miss- 

ing from her home, No. 485 Willoughby-ave- 

nue, Brooklyn, since Saturday last, aud up to 
this time no clue to her whereabouts has been 
obtained. Capt. Morton sailed in the Colon 
on Monday, Sept. 10, and before leaving be in- 


‘trusted his wife with a commission to come to 


this City on Saturday last and pay for $3,000 
worth of mining stock, which were to be 
transferred to the Captain’s mame at 
noon of that day by James E. Morris, 
at his office, No. 165 Chambers-street. 
Mrs, Morton left her home on _ tbat 
day to come to this City to execute this com- 
mission, and she called on Mr. Morris, but did 
not obtain the stock at the time. She did not 


return to her home on Saturday night, but 
her sons thought that she had possibly gone to 
visit some friends in New-Jersey, and were 
not greatly alarmed. Sunday passed without 
the appearance of Mrs. Morton, and Monday 
and Tuesday were spent by her son, Robert 
E. Morton, in telegraphing to her friends and 
relatives all over the country to know if any 
of them bad seen or heard of her. All the 
answers to the dispatches were to the effect 
that nothing had been heard of the 
missing woman. On Wednesday night Mr. 
Morten came to this City and notified In- 
spector Byrnes of the disappearance of his 
mother, and yesterday he again hada long 
consultation with the Ins or, the result of 
which was that a number of the Central 
Office detectives were detailed to investigate 
the case. The friends of Mrs. Morton. who 
was very well known in Brooklyn, and highly 
respected, are under the impression that she 
bas met with foul play. A reward of $506 has 
been offered for any news of her whereabouts. 

Mr. Robert E. Morton, the eldest son of the 
missing woman, looked conipletely exhausted 
last evening when seen by a T1Mzs reporter. 
The house in which the Mortons live is a 
brown-stone front in one of the best situations 
in Brooklyn, and its furnishings show that the 
lady who presided over it was a person of refine- 
ment and taste. ‘* My mother left her home,” 
said Mr. Morton, ** on Saturday morning last 
atabout 9:30o0r 10 o’clock, She was going 
first to see an acquaintance in Wall-street to 
draw $3,000 which was owing to my father, 
and after getting this money she was to go to 
Mr. Morris in Chambers-streetand pay for cer- 
tain stocks which were to be transferred to 
futher. She received the $3,000, and went to 
Mr. Morris’s oftice. Sbe saw Mr. Morris at 
about 1 o’clock in the afternoon, but she could 
not execute the commission given her, because 
the stock to be paid for was in Mr. Morris’s 
name, and it could nct be transferred without 
my father’s presence at tke transaction. 
Mother left Mr. Morris at about 1:30 o’clock. 
During her visit to him she appeared to be in 
her usual good spirits, and when she went 
away from his oftice he supposed that she was 
going home. She turned, however, down 
Chambers-street, instead of up, going toward 
the North River instead of toward Broadway, 
and this was the last that was seen of her by 
anybody that I have been able to find. Mr. 
Morris thought nothing of the circumstance, 
as he knew she had friends in New-Jersey, and 
her going toward the river was perfectly 
natural if she intended to visit them before she 
returned home.” 

‘** Did she bave the $3,000 with her when she 
left Mr. Morris?” asked the reporter. 

“Oh, yes,” was theanswer. ‘* As she could 
not complete the transaction by securing the 
transfer of the stock, of course she retained the 
money. The understanding was that when 
father returned he was to go in person, pav 
for the stock, and bave it transferred. Bhe 
not only had this $3,000 with her, but she 
wore diamonds which she valued at $5,000, 
and I think they were worth fully that 
amount. She wore three diamond rings and a 
diamond breast-pin, each of which was com- 
posed of a heavy cluster of brilliant stones, 
and a pair of diamond ear-rings. Sbe had on 
her person property to the value of about 
$8,000 in all, over half of which was ex- 
posed, and the only conclusion that I can 
reach from her continved absence is that she 
has been foully dealt with for the sake of rob- 
bery. I have telegraphed to every person 
whom she knew or would be likely to visit, 
and I have received answers toall of my dis- 

atches. The responses are all of the same 
ind; nobody with whom sbe was acquainted 
has sesn or heard of her since she left the office 
of Mr. Morris. There is absolutely no clue by 
whick to trace her movements after that 
time.” 

‘*Has your mother ever shown evidences of 
‘flightiness,’ or bas she ever remained away 
from home before for any length of time?” 
asked the reporter. 

** Never,” was the promptresponse, given in 
a half-indignant tone. ‘* Mother is one of the 
best women that ever breathed, and we al- 
ways knew when she was going away to re- 
main even one night from home. She isa 
rnember of the Church, and very strict in her 
attendance to church reguirements, although 
there is nothing harsh or straight-laced about 
her, No,” continued Mr. Morton, in answer 
to a question, “I must decline to tell 
you to what churck she _ belongs. I 
don’t wish to bring any more people into 
this than I can help. and if certainly 
do not want to furnish materials for a sensa- 
tion. I tbink the newspapers can help me to 
solve this mystery, perhaps, better than the 

lice alone, and that is the only reason that 

am willing to make the facts public at all, 
i have spent the day in visiting all the hospi- 
tals in New-York, thinking that perhaps 
mother might have met with some accident 
aud beea caben to one of them. My search, 
bowever, amounted to nothing, and I am as far 
from solving the mystery of her disappearanca 
as I was yesterday. It is a terrible blow to this 
house which has been up to this time one of 
the happiest in Brooklyn. Fatheris just about 
due ia Aspinwall now, but 1 have tuken no 
steps to communicate,with him. There isa 
hope that we may find mother before he re- 
turns, and if we do not we can break the news 
better to him here than we could by the use of 
the telegraph. Atall events I don’t see any 
use in worrying him over the matter until it 
is certain that we cannot recover my mother.”’ 

Mr. Morton showed the reporter a photo- 
graph of his mother inclosed in a glass paper- 
weight. It was taken some three years ago, 
but the lady has changed little since then, ex- 
cept that she has grown slightly stouter. The 
face is that of a pleasant-looking woman of 
about 40, and is what would be called pretty 
ina much younger woman. According to her 
son, Mrs. Morton is 42 years oid, 5 feet 6 inches 
high, and weighs about 150 pounds. She is of 
light complexion, and has blueeyes and brown 
hair. When she left ber homesbe was dressed 
very stylishly m a black siik suit, and wore a 
white straw hat with red feathers. 

The neighbors of Mrs. Morton all speak of 
her in the highest terms. She bas been known 
among them as a woman of the most irre- 

roachable character. Her relations with ber 
jusband are said to have been most affection- 
ate, and she has always been a good mother to 
hertwosons. Thefamily have the sympathy 
of al who know them. The only theory 
which Mrs. Morton’s friends are able to form 
is that some one, tempted by the display of 
her jewels, or, possibly, being aware of the 
amount of money in her possession, drugged 
and robbed her, or perhaps took ber life.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


FIVE PERSONS INSTANTLY KILLED AND 
ELEVEN INJURED IN PITTSBURG. 

PitTsBuRG, Penn., Sept. 20.—The steel mill 
of Phillips, Nimick & Co. was the scene this after- 
noon of the most disastrous boiler explosion which 
bas occurred in this city for many years. Five 
persons were killed almost instantly and 11 oth- 
ers are injured—three so seriously that thev 
are expected to die before morning. The 
mill at which the explosion occurred is sit- 
uated on the south side of the Monongahela 
River, surrounded by the shops and station of the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad and the houses 
of the workmen, and is directly opposite the busi- 
ness portion of the city. Soon after 1 o’clocka 
sharp, deafening sound was heard, followed bya 
concussion which shook heavy buildings sauares 
away from the scene of the disaster. Heavy piecesof 
fron and timber and bricks innumerable were hurled 
inevery direction,and fell Jike a vigorous hail-storm. 
Then flames were seen to shoot from the mill. the 
railroad buildings, and a rowof dwelling houses 
near by, and from across the river men, women, 


and children could be seen rushing hither and 
thither, ignorant of the extent of the accident 
but conscious that the lives of husbands and 
fathers were lost or in peril. 

An immense crowd gathered ahout the place 
and the fire was quickly extinguished, but fora 
long time it was impossible to learn how many 
—— were killed or injured. All that was 

nown was that a brick building In which 20 men 
were employed was in ruins. The time that 
elapsed before the ruins could be searched war 
terribly distressing to those who had rela- 
tives or friends employed in or about 
the mills. Men and women, yg epee and cry- 
ing, rushed breathless through the crowd calling 
for thelr husbands or friends. Children of all 
ages pleaded for information concerning tbeir 
parents, and the wnole presented a seene of dis- 
ma! confusion which was sad and sickening. 

Above the shouts of the distracted crowd could 
be heard the groans uf the dying, some pleading 
for assistance and others beyying to be killed. 
Among the latter was a man named Lewis House. 
He had been partially covered by the ruins, and 
was terribly scalded bythe hot ‘water from the 
exploded boiler. “ Kiil me! Kili me, for God’s 
sake!" he shrieked, and even when extricated 
from the mass of brick and timber he begged to 
be put to death. He lived only a few minutes 
afte: he was removed. 

When the accident occurred fourchildren named 
Douglas were playing by the high board ferce 
surrounding the engine house. The eldest was 8 
a of age. Their play-house was against the 

eavy wooden gate of the mill-yard. A heavy 
pieces of iron struck his gate, knocking it off its 
fastenings. It fell directly on the group of little 
ones, anda portion of the brick wall fell on it, 
holding the children down. The gate took fire, 
and steam and scalding water also poured in un- 
der the gate. Before the children were removed, 
twe, Henderson, 8 years old, and Jessie, two years 
younger, were fatally burned, The others are also 
terribly injured and are not expected to recover. 

Charles Douglass and John Miller were instantly 
killed, and John McGavigan, Louis House, and Jes- 
sie Douglas have since died. The injured are: Wil- 
liam Stewart, both legs broken, believed to be fa- 
tally hurt; William Rodeman, compound fracture 
of the rightjleg and other injuries, probably fatal; 
Thomas Smith, hana blown off and other 
injuries, probably fatal; C. Miller, badly 
scalded; Edward Malley, head hurt by 
failing débris; Patrick Welsh, shoulder-blade 
fractured; John Douglag, badly scaided, injuries 
serious; Willie Douglas, injured about the head, 
and an infant of the Douglas family very seriously 
scalded. 

The building in which the explosion oceurred 
took fire immediately. A heavy piece of red hot 
pipe was thrown 100 yards and set fire to the sup- 
ply warehouse of tbe Pittsburg and Lake Erie 
Railroad. This was stocked with inflammable ma- 
terial and was quickly destroyed. A hot brick 
thrown a distance of three squeres set fire toa 
rew of tenement-houses, but these were not badly 
damaged. Other buildings were also slightiy dam- 
aged by fire. 

The building in which the explosion occurred 
was a two-story brick structure, known as the 
flange department, and was completely wrecked. 
The main pert of the boiler was thrown into the 
river, a distance of 300 feet, and another large 

iece struck the round-house of the Pittsburg and 

ke Erie Road, several hundred yards distart. A 
large iron tank weighing a ton was thrown 100 feet 
from the wreck high in the air and came crasbing 
through a ton of hay and lodged on the floor, 
wrecking the building completely. A row of tens- 
ment-houses, occupied by employes of the mill, 
were also wrecked, and railroad cars, with mills 
and glass factories near by, wer® more or less 
damaged. The damage to property will not fall 
short of $25,000. The boiler was an upright cylinder, 
six feet in diameter. It was incased in brick- 
work, with a space of about five inches between 
the bricks and _ iron. The Fe gee of 
the mill say they considere t entirely 
safe and cannot assign any cause for the 
explosion. Practical engineers who have exam- 
ined pieces of the iron are of the opinion that the 
explosion was caused by a super-abundance of 
steam generated while the engineer was at dinner.

A RIOTER SENT TO JAIL.

JERRY M’ROE SENTENCED FOR TAKING PART 
IN THE EASTMAN RIOT. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 20.—On Tuesday the 
Supreme Court passed upon the case of the last of 
the Eastman rioters, Jerry McRoe. McRoe was 
foynd guilty and was sentenced to imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for life. The Eastman riot was 
one of the most brutal outrages ever committed in 
Georgia, One day last year the Town Marshal of 


Eastman was attempting to arrest a negro, and 
had called upou a few citizens to assist him. The 
negro resisted and was shot and killed. His 
friends bevame greatly enraged and started out to 
avenge his death. They were told that a young 
man named James Howard had fired the fatal 
shot. They turned upon him and he took refuge 
in a house. The mob arrived with all sorts of 
weapons, and with loud yelis demanded that How- 
urd be given up. The owner of the house refused 
to admit the mob, but agreed to let a committee 
of five goin and see the young man. 

The committee was selected and started into the 
house. but when tke door was opened they called 
to the mob to follov. and the crowd rushed in and 
took Howard out. He wes wholly innocent of the 
rebooting, and every effort was made to save him. 
The mob was, however, worked into frenzy, and 
hurling the young man to the ground shot him 
through the head ang beat him until dead. One 
woman rushed up witha razor and wanted to cut 
bis throat. It was one of the most exciting events 
that ever occurred in Georgia in time of peace. 

A:number of the rioters were convicted, and 5 
were hanged and 17 sentenced to the penitentiary 
McRoe was one of the rioters, and, while he did 
not do any of the shooting, he was seen to have a 
pistol, and was in the front rank of the rioters. 
His case was brought up and on ‘Tuesday affirmed, 
80 tbat the sentence will be executed. Thus ends 
the last chapter of the Eastman riot.

Joseph Kinney was sent to State prison from 
Bridgeport for an outrage upon a young married 
woman. He was sentenced to a life term, but his 
health became so poor that ha was set free, as the 
State officers thought, to die. He disappointed 
them, and to-day the Grand Jury of Fairfield 
County broughtin atrue bill charging him with 
another assault equally vicious. Sheriff Crosby 
started out to arrest the man, whom he found at 
workin an East Bricgeport factory. Before he 
could secure him, however, Kinney took to his 
heels. He ran like a deer through the tower floor 
of the factory, making his way with perfect ease 
among the machinery, where the Sherif® could not 
follow in haste without risking his life. 

Seeing that Kinney was likely to escape the 
Sheriff called to him to stop, but Kinney paid no 
attention, altbough the command was vonforced by 
a pistol ball. He made good his way out and fled 
toa neighboring wood, where he was lost to view. 
A half dozen Jecal oflicers are bunting for him to- 
night. 


BRIDGEPORT PURSUIT OF A

WORTHLESS BOARD OF HEALTH VESSELS, 

NEw-ORLEANS, Sept. 20.—Upon the expira- 
tion of the term of the late National Board of 
Health in the Mississippi Valley a fleet of vessels 
which had aceumulated at Memphis were turned 
over tothe Marine Hospital officials of this port. 
They were in such a condition that a board of 
survey was held by order of the Seoretary of the 
Yreasury. The board eubmitted their report 
to-day. They found the hull of the steamer 
Benners in bad order, the lines rotten and 
wortbless, and the roof leaking badly. All the 
jron-work requires painting, the fire-hose is worth- 
Jess, and the jower deck ueeds valking. Thetug 
Sertinel bas an iron hull and isin good condition, 
except that a new smokestack is required, a few 
stanchions, and a coat of paint. The disinfection 
barge has a leaky roof, two-thirds of the deck 
planks are rotten, and the hull isin a very bad con- 
dition. Barge No, 10 has the roof deck 
and hull in bad condition and not worth 
repairing. Barge No 11 is in fair con- 
dition, put needs calking and repairs to the 
roof. Barge No, 12 leaks about five inches a day, 
and has a rotten roof anddeck. The huil of the 
steam-boat Van Santis rotten from stem to stern, 
and she jis lianle to go down at any moment. This 
vessel has a jarge amount of disinfectant stores 
on boera and a number of hospital tents. These 
vessels had beeu built expressiv for the National 
Board of Health at enormous expense.

NEWS OF THE OLD WORLD 


THE TROUBLES 1N MADAGASCAR 
AND TONQUIN. 

THE FRENCH PROPOSALS UNSATISFACTORY 
TO THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT—THE 
OUTRAGE UPON MR. SHAW. 

Lonpon, Sept. 20.—A Paris dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company states that 
it is reported there to-day that the memoran- 
dum of the French proposals upon the Tonquin 
question, which the Marquis Tseng telegraphed 
yesterday to Pekin, has not proved accepta- 
ble to the Chinese Government. 

Panis, Sept. 20.—A meeting of 20 members 
of the Extreme Left was held here to-day, M. 
Barodet presiding. The meeting passed reso- 
lutions insisting upon the necessity of convok- 
ing the Chambers in order to ascertain the 
policy of the Government in connection with 
the Tonquin question. A committee of two 
was appointed to wait upon Prime Minister 
Ferry and request him to call the Chambers 
into session forthwith. 

LNNDON, Sept. 20.—It is stated that during 
the bombardment of Tamatave Missionary 
Shaw’s residence was looted, and he was 
threatened with punishment by the French 
officers because he failed to remove the débris 
caused by the ransacking of his house. 

The _American Consul at Canton has 
maintained a_ conciliatory attitude and 
remained aloof from the other foreign 
representatives.’ The Viceroy, appreciat- 
ing this fact, has visited the Consul and as- 
sured him that a prompt arrangement would 
be effected regarding the American claims. 

FUNCHAL, Madeira, Sept. 20,—Mr. Shaw is 
& passenger on the steamer Garth Castle, 
which arrived here to-day from Cape Town. 
He states that he is going to London at the ex- 
press request of Earl Granville. 

Lonpon, Sept. 21.—The Standard’s Hong 
Kong dispatch says: **Gen. Bouet states that 
he resigned bis command because his position 
was untenable. On his arrival in France he 
will make a full report of the situation.

Sornra, Sept. 20.—The Cabinet has re- 
signed. A new Liberal Ministry will be 
formed under M. Zankoff. 

Lonvon, Sept. 20.—Mr. Gladstone and party 
have arrived in the Thames from their trip to 
Copenhagen. ‘ 

The Hon. Samuel Whitbread, member of 
Parliament for Bedford, while grouse shooting 


yesterday, was seriously wounded by the ac- 
cidental discharge of his son’s towling-piece. 

At the session of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science at Southport to- 
day the condition of the English cotton trade 
was discussed, the general opinion being that 
England has nothing to fear from foreign com- 
petition. Sir William Wheelbouse ascribed 
the commercial depression to the operation of 
the free trade laws, and advocated a return to 
a protective tariff. 

Tue HacGuz, Sept. 20.—The Netherlands 
Trading Company has remitted 137,000 florins 
to Batavia to aid the sufferers by the catas- 
trophe in Java. The British Minister here has 
informed the Dutch Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs that the Government of the Straits Set- 
tlement had, by the authority of England, ad- 
vanced $25,000 for the same object, 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 20.—It is stated that the 
scheme of a Customs union between Belgium 
and Holland is about to be effected. Prince 
Bismarck approves the scheme, which appears 
to be the first step toward absorbing Holland 
and Belgium in the German Zollverein. 

MELBOURNE, Sept. 20.—The newspapers ex- 
press dissatisfaction with Lord Derby’s dis- 
patch condemning the projected annexation 
of the South Pacific Islands to Australia, and 
assert that, owing to this policy, it is feared 
the colonies will be flooded with French con- 
victs. In the Victorian Parliament Mr. Ser- 
vice declared that Lord Derby had failed to 
appreciate the danger, and that the colonies 
must devise means for its prevention. A con- 
ference of representatives of the various colo- 
nies will be held in Sydney the latter part of 
November. 

GROSSWARDEIN, Hungary, Sept. 20.—At a 
banquet bere last night Herr Tisza, the Hun- 
garian Prime Minister, said that the difficul- 
ties involved in the Croatian question were 
not to be solved by street riots. It was neces- 
sary first to restore law and order, and then 
the Diet would co-operate with the local au- 
thorities by adopting equitable and concilia- 
tory measures. He said that Jew-baiting 
affected the honor of the Fatherland, and the 
Government was bound to protect the lives 
and property of ail citizens, regardless of 
class prejudice. The only distinction to be 
made should be between honest and dishonest 

eople, 
' HamBurG, Sept. 20.--Ths Emperor William 
and the Crown Prince arrived here to-day. 
This afternoon King Alfonso and King Milan 
arrived from Frankfort-on-the-Main and were 
given a reception by the Emperor. 

Paris, Sept. «0.—The Diplomatic Gazette's 
London correspondent says: ‘The Austro- 
German alliance is directed against Russia 
and France. In the eventof a war between 
Germany and France Austria is to maintain 
an armed neutrality. In tbe event of 
a war between Austria and Russia, Germany 
isto do likewise. If a third power attacks 
Germany or Austria, the armed neutrality 
will be converted into active co-operation. 

Rome, Sept. <0.—An enormous crowd wit- 
nessed the ceremonies attending the commemo- 
ration of the entry of the Italiau troops into 
Rome in 1875. The Syndic, in an address al- 
luding to King Huwbert’s visit to Vienna, 
said that the ancient enmity between Austria 
and Italy had changed to sincere friendship. 
The Syndic then placed a wreath on the tomb 
of King Victor Emanuel. 

Lonpon, Sept. 21.—The bark Oxford, from 
New-York, which caught fire at Havre on 
Wednesday, was totally destroyed together 
with her cargo.

PURSUING, CONVICTS WITH HOUNDS

OGELTREE, THE BOY STEALER, AMONG THE 
ESCAPED PRISONERS. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 20.—On Saturday six 
convicts escaped from Lockett’s convict camp, 
near this city. They disarmed a green 
guard, and, holding their guns on him until 
well away, they disappeared in the woods. 
On an alarm being given and under the impetus 
of heavy rewards, many men joined in the search 
for the fugitives. They went in the direc. 
tion of Carroll County. Bloodhounds be! 
ing put upon their tracks, they soon gave 


evidence of being near game and secured one of 
the fugitives. The prisoner said that the party 
had been joined on Sunday night by Charles 
Ogeltree. the noted boy stealer, whose 
acts heve createa so much excitement on the 
Georgia and Alabama border. He still had in his 
possession a boy named White, whom he had 
stolen in Madison Cosaty. Alabama. This added 
zest to the pursuit, which js still in progress. 

News bas just reached here that the party has been 
so closely pressed that the boy was abandoned, 
and he has been restored to his parents. The firat 
freak of Ogiltree was the theft of Charlle Tilden, an 
Atlanta newboy, who was enticed into the country 
beyond the West End, and was then forcibly taken 
to Douglas County. The boy was rescued 
and Ogiltree escaped to the woods amid 
much excitement. + Tilden’s head had been 
shaved, his ears pierced and rings put in them, ana 
some moles that were on his body were shaved off 
by Oglitree, wio did it to prevent identification. 

The latest exploit of the now noted crank was 
near Greely, in Madisou County, Ala., where, 
on Aug. 29, he stole the young son of 

The fellow rode up _ to 
White's house and induced one of his 
sons to accompany him to a spring half a mile 
from the house on a pretext that he wanted 
to herd some cattle there. Ogiltree meade 
the boy a prisoner and hurried away 
with him. Upon his return home White gathered 
a posse of farmers and started in pursuit. The 
father of the boy circulated the following very ex- 
tensively: “Rescue mvycbild. A man about 35 years 
old, 6 feet in height, black hair, traveling on foot 
witha little boy 9 years old kidnapped by him 
about Sept. 1, near the line of Tennessee. Both 
are without coats. He wore red suspenders and 
was begging his way. The mau calls the 
little boy Lee. His true name is Joseph Allen 
White. Any information thankfully received. and 
a liberal reward paid for the recovery of the ehild.

The greatest excitement was created by the kid- 
naping, and graphic descriptions are tola of 
how the fellow darted through the coun- 
try at breakneck speed just ahead of his 
prishner. When seen at Oak Levee, a smail 
place 15 miles from Tallapoosa, the 
child had been bratally beaten and 
its blood-stained clothes attracted so much 
attention that the villagers became indignant 
and demanded an explanation of his condition, 
With undaunted temerity Ogiltree said the boy 
was his sou and the injuries were the result o 
a beating administered by a negro woman who had 
knocked his heaa with a wagon spoke and left 
him for dead on the road. The villagers 
seemed satistied with the story, and Ogil- 
tree passed on. When Ogiltree rode 
through Tailapoosa his clothes were stained 
with blood, and it was thought that 
he had murdered the boy. A dispateh from New- 
man to the Constitution, however, states that the 
boy was found on the plantation of Mrs. Lottie 
Hil, near that place, yesterday, as detailed above. 

A dispateh from Senoia to the Constitution states 
that information has been received there that 
Ogiltree was seen in the neighborhood of Haral- 
son’s and that parties with bloodhonnds 
were on his track. It 1s evident that Ogiltree is in 
hot water, and it may be that in @ day ortwohe 
will be in the clutches of the law.

O7tawa, Ontario, Sept. 20.—The Newfound- 
land Government are making inquirles as to the 
working of the agency of the High Commissioner 
of the Dominion Government, established at Lon- 
don, England, a year or so ago, with a view to 
starting a similar agency in Great Britain for that 
colony.

WILLIAM LEWIS A HERO

HOW HE GROWS RICH WHILE UX- 
DER SUSFICION. 

NEW PATRONS FLOCKING TO ROSE AMBLER’S 
LOVER—MORE TALK OF FRESH EVI- 
DENCE AND A SIGNIFICANT INTERVIEW. 

New-Haven, Sept. 20.—It is stated that 
William Lewis. Rose Ambler’s lover and her sns- 
pected murderer, is rapidly growing rich. His 
business has more than doubled within the past 
fortnight, and be is now obliged on his dairy trip 
from Hartford up through the Naugatuck Valley 
villages to carry double the quantity of produce 
with which his regular patrons were formerly sat- 
isfied. New patrons have flocked to him, ang the 


arrival of his wagon at Birmingham and Shel- 

ton isthe one daily event of importance there. 

Everybody wants to see the feliow and everybody 

wants to talk with him. He has developed into a 

big hero, and William fully appreciates the giory 
_Which has been showered upon bim. His manner 

has become nervous. He answers questions now 
with an unusual abruptness, and even the fond ex- 
pressions of sympathetic young women along his 
route are received with a haughty carelessness 
that falis ridiculously short of the dignity aimed 
at. Lewis treats with outepoken scorn the efforts 
of the detectives to connect him with the 
crime. and assumes to think it a vYery 
fuuny joke that his lap-robe and wearing 
apparel should have been taken to an expert 
microscopist for examination. He says, however, 
that a man of less nerve than himself, or ove with- 
out a phenomenally clear conscience would prob- 
ably have succumbed to the wearing experiences 
of the past fortnight. Detectives dogging his steps 
and watching every movement he makes, re- 
porters pulling him ovt of bed to interview him, 
and his best friends looking upon him with gus- 
picion are, he says, sufficient to break up en or- 
dinary man and make him look bad. 

Detectives Bibbins and Arnold have been at work 
to-day at Strattord and Birmingham. Detective 
Wood. their colleague, of Piukerton’s agency, 
went to New-York early this morning. Wood is 
not expecied to return until Saturday, when tne 
Coroner's inquest. which was postponed to-day, 
will be resumed. The real reasons for this post- 
ponement are not generally known. Coroner Holt 
xives as the cause an alleged sickness of the 
stenographer who has been engaged in taking tes- 
timony beforethe jury. This stenographer, pow- 
ever, was walking about the astreeis of Bridgeport 
to-day, no more infirm or less cheerful than uswal. 
‘Tse Trmes’s correspondent learned that the t- 
ponement was at the urgent request of the detec- 
tives, who believe they have come across a cine 
which will lead speedily to important revelations. 

In Tue Times have already been given the spb- 
stance of affidavits made by two grocers of Bir- 
mingham, detailing alleged conversations with 
Lewis just after the murder. Those men, both 
daily customers of Lewis, have wavered on one 
point of consequence. Both nave recalled their 
original statements, and both have finally cast 
a doubt over their whole story by deciar- 
ing that they could not recall the day on 
which Lewis came to them with his loud 
talk and calls for sympathy. It was either 
on the Monday or the Tuesday after the crime of 
Sunday night. At first both Grocer Durand and 
Grocer Woodward were sure it was on Monday. 
This would have convicted Lewis of a knowled 
of the crime before the discovery of the body, for, 
while the body was found at 7 o’clock on Monday 
morning, it has been proved by many witnesses; 
including Lewis himself, that tie left Stratford at 3 
o’clock, four hours before the discovery, and was 
in Birmingham a half hour or more before 
o’clock. But Grocers Durand and Woodward su 
sequently aitered their statements, and tho 
it might have been on Tuesday they talked wi 
Lewis. Now, however, comes the alfnounceftme: 
that the detectives wiil show that Lewis did not 
visit Birmingham on Tuesday, and this, it is 
claimed, will reassure the Birmingham shop-kee 
ers, invigorate their memories, and convince the 
that it is safe to stick to the original story, and so 
inculpate Rose's lover. 

There seems good reason to believe that the de- 
tectives are convinced they have now discov 
much more important testimony. The story 

oung Frank Curtis, representing that he sa

*T am not likely to say what proof is coming far- 
ther than this. When the Coroner's jury meets 
again the officers who bave been at work on the 
case expect to be able to justify theircourse.

‘Lhe detective declined to say anything farther. 
Some significance may be attached to bis words iu 
view of the fact that all the clues which nave beeu 
followed up by the State’s officers point to Wi- 
liam Lewis. : 

While the official detectives are pursuing Lewis 
and confidenutiy expecting to fasten the crimé upon 
him, new men. who Lave been attracied by the 
$2,500 reward, ure hard at work in a different di- 
rection, and it now looks as if Boston White, the 
negro boy, and the young Irishman, Michael Hes- 
lin, were likely to find themselves in hot water 
agein. 

"Cuat Clark, the murdered girl’s father, hes been 
hurrying hither and thither iu snd about Stratford 
to-day. He takes nobody into his coniidence, but 
it is alleged that ne has bluntly potitied Lewis that 
he must not claim his recognition again until the 
mystery surrounding Rose’s death is tally cleared 
up, and Lewis himseif freed from suspicion. 
George Clark, Rose's brother, who was absent at 
the fishing banks on the schooner Grace Darliag 
when his sister was killed, has gone away from 
home again; where or for what reasou ne one 
seems to know.

NORTHERN PACIFIC FINANCES. 
AN EXCESS OF EXPENDITURES OF NEARLY 
EIGHT MILLIONS EXPLAINED. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company was held 
in this City yesterday and the ola Board of Direc- 
tors was re-elected without opposition. In the ab- 
sence of President Villard, Col. Oakes, the Vice- 
President, presided and made an address of a con- 
gratulatory and eneouraging nature. The annual 
report of the President was submitted in printed 
form. It shows that the gross earnings of the road 
for the fiscal year 1882-83 was $7,855,459 26 and the 
pet earnings $2,518,529 49. The excess of expendi- 
tures on account of construction ana equipment 
pver the cash receipts from the preceeds of the 
$40,000,000 of general mortgage bonds, the sales of 
preferred stock, and other sources of income is 
stated at $7,986,507 92. 

This exeess, it is said, was the result of various 
causes. In the first place, the cost of construc- 
tion exceeded the engineers’ estimates, and, sec- 
ondly, the construction account embraces the out- 


lay required not only for the building of the road, 
bat also for the building of the three great bridges 
which span the Missouri, the Snake, and the Wil- 
lamette Rivers. The volume of preferred stock, 
it is stated, is being steadily reduced through the 
sales of lands in Minnesota and Dakota east of the 
Missouri River. Up to June 80, 1883, there had 
been canceled $9,250,596 10 of the original $51,000,- 
000 preferred stock. The report said: * With the 
certainty of increased earnings and the pros- 
pect of low operating expenses, by rea- 
gon of the discovery and development 
of the coal ficids of Central Montana and 
Western Washington Territories, your board feel 
warranted in expressing their belief that the pay- 
ment of regular dividends on the preferred stock 
may be reasonably expected td begin at an early 
Gate.” The gross earnings of the express business 
carried on by the company last year were, aecord- 
ing to the report, $227,729 51 and the expenses $85,- 
69. A new express company, bearing the name 
of the road, has been ineorporated in Minnesota. 
During the year 761,236 acres of Northern Pacific 
land were sold for $3,061,860 81, or an average of 
$4 @anacre. The assets of the road are stated at 
$164,059.237 65, and a surplus of $1,149,583 is re- 
ported as standing tothe credit of the preferred 
stockhoiders, after paying all fixed charges for the 
= During the past year 5,009,543 acres of land 
ve been selected and certified to the company as 
accruing to it under the several acts of Coagress. 
The meeting adopted a resolution thanking the 
Directors fortheir “ faithful and wise’’ perform- 
ance of their duties. President Villard was also 
thanked by resolution for his * faithfulness, skill, 
judgment, and consummate ability.” The Directors 
ofthe company are: Frederick Billings, Ashbe!

To-day was set fora 
grand mass-meeting of colored voters of the 
State, who were to select delegates to the 


Louisvilie Convention, and to discuss mat- 
ters of interest to the race.

Ninety delegates responded, and 30 were shipped 
bere from Cincinnati by the committee under the 
contract of Herbert A. Clarke, of the A/ro- 
American, 

These independent voters, under the direction 
of the Democratie State Executive Committee, 
held a caucus last evening, and, to achieve their 
object in capturing the convention and passing 
resointions cutting loose from the Republican 
Party and lending aid to the Democratie ticket, de- 
termined to assemble this morning in convention 
at 10 0’cloek and organize, thus shutting out the 
Republican delegates who would arrive about 
noon, the hour set forconvening. This they did, 
and, having a majority, they made Herbert A. 
Clarke Chairman and appeinted Committees on 
Resolutions and State Organization. 

The Committee on Rfsolutions got into a 
wrangle, and before they could report enough Re- 
publican delegates had arrived to check the **in- 
dependents’ ”’ move, and through a strategic move- 
ment a recess uutil 3 o'clock was taken. At that 
time all the delegates were here, and, united with 
the Columbus colored voters, the Republican fac- 
tion reconsidered the morning’s work and made a 
new organization. Clarke retired and the Rev. 
James Poindexter took the chair. 

Resolutions were adopted egreeing to stand by 
the Republican Party and condemning the action 
of the colered voters sent here by the Democracy. 
It was also resolved not to send delegates to the 
Louisville Convention, which they look upon as a 
gathering detrimental to the interest of the Repub- 
liecan Party.

THE STRUGGLE IN VIRGINIA. 
DEMOCRATS ENCOURAGED TO BELIEVE THAT 
THEY CAN BEAT MAHONE. 
RICHMOND, Sept. 20.—The Democratic State 
Central Committee met here to-day. Chairman 
Barbour and nearly all of the other members were 
in attendance. The work of the committee was 
secret, but it is understood that arrangements 
were put on foot to prosecute the campaign against 
Mahone with renewed vigor. More money is to 
be raised. The Democrats have already been 
quite successful in raising funds for this 
campaign, but much more is needed to 
cope with that obtained by Mahone from 
his assessment of Federal and State 
office-holders. Tho indications to-night are that 
there will be no great difficulty in getting money. 
Reports were heard by the committee from all 
sections of the State. These were partioularly 
gratifying to the Democrats, and indicate that 
great changes have taken place in portions of the 
State heretofore overwhelmingly Mahoneite. Ex- 
Representative Abram Fulkerson, who is thor- 
oughly acquainted in the south-western paft of 
the State, which is relied upon by Mahone 
as the backbone of his party, saya that 
an immense number of changes have recently 
taken place among the people. Many who have 
been the most stalwart Mahoneites, Mr. Fulkerson 
says, have deserted Mahone in this fight. The 
Second Senatorial District, which is in tnat sec- 
tion, and which in 1881 gave Mahone’s candi- 
date{ more than 1,500 majority, it is claimed by 
calm, dispassionate Democrats here to-night, will 
elect a Democrat. Ifthisistrue a perfeet revolu- 
tion has taken place among Mahone’s followers. 
The Fourth Senatorial District, which in the same 
contest gave Mahone’s candijate more than 1,000 
majority, is conceded by some coalitionis's to 
be slightly doubtful. There is a good chance for 
the Democrats to carry two or three counties in 
the colored districts. They not only hope to make 
large accessions from Mahone’s followers, but ex- 
pect to increase their voting strength from those 
who have not voted for years. Arrangements have 
been made to bring out this element. The Demo- 
cratic leaders here to-night are highly encouraged 
at the outlook. They claim that while the canvass 
has not advanced far enough to prediet results, 
they have every reason to hope they will obtain 
control of the next Legislature. Both sides know 
that it is to be a desperate and close struggle, and 
few of the best informed in either party are wil- 

ling to make predictions except for effect.

THE OLD 8TATE TICKET RENOMINATED DE-

Boston, Sept. 20.—The Prohibitory State 
Convention met here to-day and renominated the 
Prohibitory ticket of last year, headed by Charies 
Almy, of New-Bedford, which polled about 2,100 
votes in the last election. Tne convention was at- 
tended by about 3,000 men and women, and its 
proceedings were rendered unexpectedly interest- 
ing by the efforts of some influential delegates to

PAULINE FOR SHANGHAI AND SHIRLEY FOR 
VALPARAISO SAID TO BE LOST. 


The German ship Pauline, which sailed from 
this port for Shanghai on Nov. 19 last, has not since 
been heard from. Her agents, Funch, Edye & Co., 
bave given her upas lost. She was commanded 
by Capt. Schrulken, a German ship-master of great 


experience. Under him wasa crew of 18 German 
sailors. The cargo consisted principally of petro- 
leum and spirits of turpentine. The vessel meas- 
ured 1,098 tons. She was originally the Charlies H. 
Southard and sailed under the American flag. She 
was built at Richmond, Me., in 1867. and was thor- 
oughly repaired two years ago, when she was put 
under the German fiag. Her last owner was Mr. 
F. Roters, of Bremen. 

The ship Shirley, Capt. Gibson, which left this 
port for Valparaiso on March 8, is now regarded as 
lost.

52 Sonth-street, have given up all hopesof her. Mr.

ALLEGED VIOLATIONS OF THE 
CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

FRESH CHARGES AGAINST MAHONE MADE 
BY MR. DEZENDORE—WHAT THE COM- 
MISSIONERS SAY. 

Wassrvcron, Sept. 20.—The Civil Service 
Commissioners to-day reccived a letter from ex- 
Representative Dezendorf, stating that Mr. OC. 
Clark, who is, he says, Senator Mahone's political 
assessment agent, made an assessment fast week 
of 5 per cent. on the salaries received by all of the 
employes of the Norfolk Navy-yard, and that 
this was the third assessment levied upon the 
Same employes by the same man inside of a year. 
Dr. Gregory, one of the Civil Service Commission- 
ere, when asked about the letter, sald that as it 
bad just been received no investigation had 
been made of the charges contained in it. 


Dn the subject of political assessments he said: 
“The views expressed by Judge Thoman 
are in accord with those of the other Com- 
I don’t see anything in the expression 
of such views that looks like a menace. It can 
simply be said that itis the serious and earnest in- 
tention of the Commissioners to oull the attention 
of the proper authoritiés to every violation of the 
law of which we get good and sufficient evidence. 
When a charge is made that the law has been 
violated in any department, and we are satisfied 
of its trath, we will inform the Secretary that such 
a charge is made and we believe it to be trae. If 
he —— to take the proper steps we will report 
it to President. As far as prosecution under 
the law is concerned, any man may make com- 
to the Grand Jury. I don’t see why Mr. 
did not mase his compiaint to the 
Grand Jury. Every case of violation of the law 
to the commission has been investigated. 
eourse, the Commissioners cannot act upon 
testimony or the statements of news-

is performed; and said that whenever the com- 
mission received evidence of the violation of tne 
letter of these sections of the law they would 
promptiy lay the matter before the executive 
authority. The commission, he said, were not a 
prosecuting board, but they could, as a board ap- 
pointed to administer the law, call the attention of 
the Executive to any violation of the law of which 
they became cognizant.

CHICAGO CATTLE PRICES. 


NO PRONOUNCED CHANGE IN THE CATTLE 
MARKET—HOGS DECLINING. 


Cuicaao, Sept. 20.—Prices underwent no very pro- 
nounced change in the cattle market to-day. Choice 
cattle were in very small supply, and as there were 
several large export orders to be filled and also a fair 
demana on New-York and Boston account, the market 
for that class was-sensibly firmer. Specially desirable 
lots commanded 5 tol0 cents more than it was possible 
togeton Tuesday for similar grades, and for anything 
grading better than medium the feeling was strong. 
Common lots, on the other hand, were to an extent 
neglected, and, while not appreciably lower than the 


day before, were slow and weak. Of the latter 
class not all were taken, and the iste feel- 
ing was the weakest. Shippers paid from 
$375 to $4 for common grassers, to 86 35 
for extra. Few went above 85 80, while 84 15 to $5 50 
gotthe bulk. It was reported that in the neighbor- 
hood of 36 60 was paid for a fancy lot, but the par- 
ticulars of the sale did pot transpire.

A SUCCESSFUL MAN. 

*'there’s nothing succeeds like success,” is an old 
saying, and inthe mainatrue one. Success, in one 
sense, is not always thi measure of a man’s greatness, 
and in another it is. A man maybe great insome 
sense, and never snuceceed,and yet the reully great 
man always accompUsbes his mission. The greatness 
tnat falls hes always a weak spot in it—the greatness 
that succeeds is that rounded, well-balanced greatness 
that always recognizes the right thing, and avoids the 
wrong thing todo. Succeés always attends the really 
great. One-sided greatness always falls alittle short 
ofit. Agreat man may have madea narrow esca 
of greatness, falling just short of the point of that the 
world recognizes, 

If success be taken as the measure of greatness the 
Hon. Daniel F, Beatty, the organ manufacturer of 
Washington, N. J.,isa very great man, for certainly 
no such success. has ever been achieved in this or any 
other country as has attended him. 

The man who can commence in a Httle, old-fash- 
ioned New-Jersey village, without a dollar, with noth- 
ing but his brain, his principles, and two good hands, 
and from such a slender beginning build up the 
largest business in his line in the world, and make 
his name, not by self-seeking, but simply through his 
qualities, a household word wherever civilized man 
is, is entitlea to credit for something more than acci- 
dent or luck. Such resultsdo uct happen—théy are 
compelled, and the life of the man who does so great 
a work ts certainly worth the writing and reading. 
It is more like romance than real life. 


THE BEGINNING, 

Ina plain old-fashioned farm-house, high gapvled and 
many windowed, on the very,summit of Schooley’s 
Mountain, in Lebanon Township, Hunterdon County, 
New-Jersey, in 1848, Daniel I. Beatty first saw the 
light. His ancestors were of that good old sturdy 
Scotch blood from whici so many great Americans, 
such as Alexander T, Stewart and others, have sprung. 
However, it matters bust little who were the ancestors 
of he who Is really the head of his family. In this in- 
stance tae family, so far as it is known outside of the 
locality where it originally settled, is the subject of 
this sketch. 1t is suuicient to say he came of good, 
honest parentage, and breathed the air of the moun- 
tains, the air that makes good men always, 

He was educated, as the majority of men who lead 
were, in the common schools of the township, where 
he received a solid education, if not a brilliant one. 
He was taught and absorbed all that the schools of 
the State could give him, but he was receiving at home 
from an honest father and a loving mother what wags 
better than mere book learning, the practical end of 
life,and was doveloping that mental muscle which 
was the solid foundation of his future success. 

From his earliestinfancy he developed a remarkable 
talent for music, There was nothing in the way of 
melody that escaped him. The religious music of the 
day, rude as it was, was as familiar to nim as the lul- 
labys of his mother, and even when a mere youth it 
was improved as he sang It, showing not only the im!- 
tative power in music, but the creative as well. 

The choir in the church where the family wor- 
shiped when he was a reg Bit 9 possessed of a melo- 
deon, one of the primitive kind which was merely a 
stationary accordeon, but it was everything to youn 
Beatty. It was the best he had heard so far, and ba 
as it was,if wassomething. Atthe age of 17 he had 
mastered the science of music far enough tobe able 
to play church music as wellas itcould be played 
upon the rude instrument, and it was the proudest 
day of his life when he was instalied as leader of the 
choir and its “organist.”” He was compelled to go to 
the old church to practice, which was a 
at all to his liking, and so he was determined to have 
an instrument ot hisown. By dintof the closest sav- 
ing of pennies, by chopping wood and gleaning bar- 
vest fields, he managed to save $27 in three years, and 
with that fabulous sum he bought the cheapest of the 
very cheap melodeons of the day, and he was happy. 
With him then, as now, todetermine to do a thing was 
to doit. He was determined to have a melodeon, and, 
cent by cent, he earned the money toget one, and got it. 


THE STEP-MOTHER. 

The mother of young Beatty died when he was a 
mere lad, and his father married a second time. This 
event was one of the most important tn his life, and 
had everything to do with shaping his future career. 
It is a very singular story. The step-mother was ac- 
tuslly jeaious of his musical ability, and lost no op- 
portunity to annoy him, which was continued for 
years. One cold morning in 1570, when 21 years of 
age, his step-mother deliberately organized a quarrel 
with him, which gave him no choice. He was com- 

Ned to leave his home ana go out into the world to 

nd what he could never have there-—peace, guiet, 
and opportunity. Without a dollar, with not even 
the price of a night’s lodging or a meal, he shouldered 
his loved meledeon, the only property he could call 
his own except the scanty clothes upon his back. and, 
bidding his home good-bye, started out in a cold world, 
cold in more senses than one. What todo he had 
never thought of, for he had never calculated upon 
the situation he found bimself in. But pluck and 
genius, when they have good sense between them, 
find their own way. 

About that time melodeons were becoming com- 
mon in that section of New-Jersey, and’were sold in- 
variably by agents. Young Beatty saw men totally 
ignorant of music, and consequently unable to show 
the points of an instrument, doing very well selling 
them, and it occurred to him that his knowledge of 
music would stand him in good stead in this business. 


THE LITTLE BEGINNING. 

But how to get a start! He hadn’t a dollar in the 
worid, and was totally unknown to any one ablo to 
assist him. Here another point in his character came 
into help. He had the reputation in the neighbor- 
hood of strict interrity and of anindomitable wilL 
These qualities were his capital. A kind farmer in 
the neighborhood gave bim creditfor akhorse and 
wagon, a melodeon manufacturer in New-York was 
impressed with his appearance to the extent of giving 
him credit for a load of instruments, and he com- 
menced. He sold the first instrumentto Mr. John 
Castner, of Hunterdon County, N.J., ana then all 
was clear sailing. With the good sense that has 
always characterized nim, he avoided the flashy ap- 
pearance of other “men on the road,” and he never 
misrepresented the goods he had to sell. He 
was especially particular in instructing those 
to whom he sold instruments in their proper 
use and care, and he made himself so popu- 
lar that he virtually acquired a monopSly of the busi- 
ness in his section. He made itarule never to force 
2 sale, never to over persuade an unwilling purchaser, 
and never to piece an instrument where iack of mu- 
sical ability or pecuniary circumstances did not justi- 
fy the outlay. In short, he was recognized as an hon- 
est man, and it came to pass that people took his judg- 
ment as to whether they ought to hove an Instrument 
or not. He gave his customers ail the advant 3 
possible, his idea being that he expected to make lt a 
life business, and desired to lay the foundations for 
it broad and deep. In one instance, when a girl, who 
gave great prowise, desired an organ, and her father 
did not feel able to purchase it, he left it. taking the 
girl’s word that it should be paid for when she had 
earned the price by teaching. 

CAPITAL AND REPUTATION. 

At the close of his first year’s business he found 
himself with a cash capital of $300, which was a con- 
siderable sum for a young man fn those days, aud, 
what was better than money, areputation as ashrewd 
and honorable business nan. 

He was not long destined tosellinstruments as an 
agent. Daniel F. Beatty could no more continue to 
sail his ship in such shallow waters than Napoleon 
could to go through life as a subaitern. 

WHat HE HAD LEARNED, 

Mr. Beatty had learned all about planos and organs 
during this very valuable apprenticeship. He had as- 
certained their first cost, the commissions paid to the 
agents, to the wholesale dealers, and the profits of the 
manufacturers, and all about it. Very naturally it 
occurred to him that could he manufacture his own 
instruments and sell directly to the consumer, to the 
man or woman who wanted the instrument, sweep- 
ing out of existence at once the horde of middlemen 
whose commissions and expenses swelled the cost of 
an instrument threefold, there was not only fortune for 
nimseif but good to the world in it. Asthe boy Beatty 
started out with a melodeon on his back, without 
fear, so the man Beatty determined to manufacture 
instruments. For him to conceive an idea was to 
make it an accomplished fact. Loving his old home 
and its associations he built at Washington, New-Jer- 
sey, an immense factory for that time. It occupied a 

slot of ground 80 feet front by 150 feet in depth, and 
Re filled it with the most approved machinery of the 
day, much of it of his own Invention and construc- 
tion. He simplified the machinery used in work of 
the kind, he invented new processes for bettering the 
quality and diminishing the cost of making musical 
instruments, he discarded the slow and cumbrous 
methods of other manufacturers, and succeeded in 
producing a better instrument at far less cost than 
the bestof his competitors. uality and cheapness 
secured, one great step was gained, and @ very im- 


portant one. 
HIS NEW METHOD. 

Rut the great stroke, the one point where the genius 
and far-sightedness of the man came in, was mani- 
fested in the method of selling. He refused all 
agencies, he refused to seil to wholesale dealers, and 
completely reversed the methods of the trade. 

The superiority of his insiruments becoming known, 
the leaders in musical merchendize besieged him for 
agencies, but he eteadifastly refused. He would sell 
to the people alone, and that at a price that gave him 
a fair profit for his time and money. The people he 
determined should have the commissions that others 


had paid agents, wholesale dealers, and the other 
| middlemen who hang to the skirts of evorything that 


has money init. Mr. Beatty made the best definition 
of a middlemanI have ever heard. “A middleman,” 
said Mr. Beatty, “is a man who finds some one who 
wants something; then he finds the one who bas that 
thing to sell,and he gets between them and keeps 
thern apart till he is assured of all the proilt there is 


| in the transaction.” 


Mr. Beatty proceeded very boldly to build up a bust- 
ness ona different principle. He made instruments 
and sold them direct to the person who wanted them. 
He put a profiton cach instrament that was satisfac- 
tory to himeelf and sold the instrument at that price. 
Agents’ commissions, interest on money, and all that 
was wiped out as witha sponge. He got cash for his 
goods, he made no Josses,anud all these savings he 
gave to his customers. hati

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, slightly warmer, 
fair weather, followed by light local rains dur- 
ing the night, variable winds, falling barometer. 

The fire underwriters of this City have 

for some years been having a rather unprofit- 
able time of it, and it is scarcely to be won- 
dered at that they are contemplating an in- 
crease in some of their rates of insurance. 
The suggestion that retail dry goods dealers 
were to be specially affected by the advance 
proposed by the Tariff Association has 
naturally drawc a protest from some of 
them, but that does not prove that the 
advance is unjustifiable. Some of these 
establishments are undoubtediy hazardous 
risks. All business men are interested in the 
solidity of insurance companies, and this 
depends on their doing a fairly remunerative 
business. It will not be for their interest to 
put rates too high, for it would stimulate 
Yivairy in insurance and ‘possibly lead to 
protective associations among the merchants. 
The companies in the Tariff Association 
should be able with cood management to 
insure as cheaply as it can be safely done, 
and they should not try to domore. Preb- 
ably mutual interest and sound business 
principles will settle the matter to the gen- 
eral satisfaction. More or less grumbling is 
the inevitable result of any advance in rates, 
however necessary. 


Now that Mr. Henry L. Prerce has not 
been nominated for Governor of Massachu- 
getts the Democratic newspapers are dis- 
posed to magnify his strength and to dis- 
parage the merits of Mr. Roxninson, who 
has been nominated. While Mr. Pierce 
svould have been especially strong with the

Inspector StarBuck has finished his in- 
vestigation of the cause of the explosion on 
the steamer Riverdale, and will shortly report 
his conclusions, which must needs be that 
the boiler exploded because it was not strong 
enough and that official inspection had failed 
to reveal its defects and prevent its con- 
tinued use in a defective condition. Mr. 
STarsuck says that with the force at 
command inspections cannot be made of- 
tener than once a year, but he thinks that 
in the hands of acapable engineer a boiler 
should not deteriorate enough in ‘a year 
to become dangerous. In such case,: of 
course, inspection should be careful.enough 
to guarantee that the boiler is in a condition 
to last a year without becoming dangerous. 
Its dangerous character may develop in 
twenty-four hours, if the inspection is a 
careless and perfunctory operation. It 
should be kept in mind that the object is 
not to ascertain whether the boiler is safe 
now but whether it is sure to be safe fora 
year to come. 


It is very unfortunate for the engineers of 
the Brooklyn bridge that the weather con- 
tinues warm. Their latest report is that the 
‘«grip’’ is all right, but the journals con- 
tinue hot. They are waiting for the Octo- 
ber frosts to cool them. 


It is reported that Mr. Jonn R. Lrpecker, 
of this City, is to be made Commissioner of 
Patents at an early date. He would bring 
to the office an intimate and peculiar knowl- 
edge of ‘‘ machines.”’ 


The farmer, of Georgia has risen in his 
wrath against oleomargarine. The New- 
York farmer rose in his wrath against it four 
or five years ago, and has every session since 
procured the passage of from two to five 
bills making it hot for the oleomargarine- 
dealer in every way short of making the pro- 
duction or sale of oleomargarine a capital of- 
fense. The Georgia farmer thinks, no doubt, 
that he has hit upon a happy thought in 
causing the exhibition of a sign ‘‘ This house 
uses oleomargarine’’ in every restaurant and 
hotel where the thing is sold. But in 
this State the Legislature has beaten him by 
requiring “‘boarding-houses’’ also to warn 
their inmates by a placard on the butter- 
plate, and has even gone so far as to fix two 
different penalties, by two bills passed on 
the same day, for the offense of selling 
oleomargarine in packages not branded 
with opprobrious epithets. It has been 
asserted, with terrible plausibility, that the 
object of the New-York granger was to 
cheapen oleomargaripe by restricting the 
sale of it to himself, so that he could pro- 
cure it on more reasonable terms for mixture 
with the product of his dairy. But we think 
better of the unsophisticated nature of the 
Georgia farmer than to believe that he could 
be actuated by so sordid a motive. 

We are informed that some news-dealers 
in neighboring towns and cities charge their 
customers three cents for Taz Times. This 
is an extortion, for the price of Tae Times 
is two cents, and it is sold to news-dealers at 
a discount which allows them an ample 
margin for profit in selling it at that figure. 
This abuse will be corrected wherever it is 
possible if complaint of such overcharge is 
made at the office of Taz Times or by 
postal card. 


THE MAHONE ASSESSMENTS. 

Congressman DEzENDORF has laid before 
the Civil Service Commission a v¥ritten 
statement to the effect that one whom he 
designates as ‘‘Manone’s Assessment 
Agent’’ has demanded from the employes 
of the Norfolk Navy-yard a fixed sum to- 
ward the expenses of the Readjuster 
campaign in Virginia. This he regards as 
**a flat violation’’ of the civil service law. 
It certainly is a violation of its spirit, and is 
probably a violation of its letter. That Sen- 
ator Manone has the slightest respect for 
the law, or regards it as anything else than 
an impertinence if it is not to be a trans- 
parent mockery, is not to be doubted. He 
would not hesitate fora moment to break 
the law, if he could do so without incurring 
its penalties, but he would probably deem it 
safer to evade it. Whether he has suc- 
ceded in doing so remains to be determined 
by investigation, which should be promptly 
and thoroughly made. 

The language of the law is as follows: 

“ Sec. 11. No Senator or Representative or Terri- 
torial Delegate of the Congress, or Senator, Repre- 
sentative, or Delegate elect, or any officer or em- 
ploye of either of said honses, and no executive, 
judicial, military, or naval officer of the United 
States. and no clerk or employe of any depart- 
ment, branch, or bureau of the executive, judicial, 
or military or naval service of the United States, 
shall, directly or indirectly, solicit or receive, or be 
in any manner concerned in soliciting or receiving, 
any assessment, suvecription, or contribution for 
any political purpose whatever, from any officer, 
clerk, or employe of the United States, or any de- 
partment, branch, or bureau thereof, or from any 
person receiving any salary or compensation from 
moneys derived from the Treasury of tne United 


States.”’ 
Whether Senator Manone has. violated 


this section of the law—and this and not the 
fourteenth, to which Chief Examiner Lyman 
calls attention, is the important one—de- 
pends upon the answers to two questions: 
First, did he authorize the issue of the circu- 
lar letter recently issued to the Virginia em- 
ployes in the departments; and, second, has 
he been ‘‘ concerned”’ either as adviser, 
director, or otherwise, in any assessment 
upon the employes of the United States? 
How far it 1s within the province, or may 
be the duty, of the Civil Service Comms- 
sion td investigate these questions is some- 
| what doubtful under the law. The com- 
mission is authorized, though not required, 
| to “make investigations concerting the 
facts, and may report upon all matters 
| touching the enforcement and effects of the 
| rules and regulations, and concerning the 
| action of any Examiner or Board of Ex- 
|aminers * * * and its own subordi- 
| mates, and those in the vublic service. in

If the commission should decide that this 
gave it authority to investigate Mr. Ma- 
HONE’S transactions, the authority would 
probably not be disputed. But what it may 
very properly do is to inform the employes 
of the departments from Virginia and those 
in Virginia, that they ere protected by the 
law from any removal or other prejudice if 
they refuse to pay political contributions, 
and that any superior officer who secks in 
any way to punish them for such refusal is 
liable to fine and imprisonment. 

Whatever may be the power or duty of 
the commission, however, there is no doubt 
about that of the President. He has ample 
discretion in the matter, and is bound by no 
nice interpretation of theJaw. He could in 
a dozen words put a stop to MAnONE’s out- 
rageous conduct and strip him of every 
shadow of influence over the employes of the 
Government. That influence exists by the 
President’s consent. If he would announce 
in plain language that no man should suffer 
by refusing support to Manone, and that 
neither Mawone nor any one else could 
help or hurt any employe’s fortunes in the 
service, the whole business would be set- 
tled, and would stay settled. The law 
specifically intends that there shall be no 
power in Manone to get a cent for his fac- 
tion or to prostitute the! service to its sup- 
port. The only trouble is the doubt 
whether the President will faithfully carry 
out the law. He is himself the only man 
who can put an end to that doubt. 


CALLING IN iBE BONDS. 

The time is near at hand when the Gov- 
ernment will be unable to continue the re- 
duction of the public debt by the redemp- 
tion of bonds unless it shall go into the 
market and buy bonds at market rates. 
For some years the surplus revenue has been 
expended in canceling these obligations. 
The last of the 34 per cents, however, were 
called in July, and now the Govern- 
ment, in the course of paying its debts, 
has reached the 3 per cents. When ihe 
one hundred and twenty-first call was 
issued, 5 per cent. bonds, continued at 34 
per cent., to the amount of about $32,000,- 
000 were outstanding, and already bonds 
under this call amounting to nearly $20,- 
000,000 have been presented and redeemed. 
This class of bonds having been disposed of, 
the Government was forced to call, on the 
19th inst., for $15,000,000 of the new 3 per 
cents, and it is said that the estimates will 
allow the redemption of $45,000,000 more 
of this loan before the end of the current 
fiscal year. 

After all the 8 per cent..bonds shall have 
been redeemed there will be no other bonds 
which the Government can call until 1891. 
Let us see how many 2 per cents there are. 
The amount outstanding on Aug. 31 was 
only $805,529.000. The surplus last year 
was about $133,000,000, and it may exceed 
$100,000,000 this year, so that, if the sur- 
plus shall not be reduced by legislation, the 
8 per cents will be wiped out in about 
three years. There will follow a period of 
five years in which the annual surplus 
must accumulate in the Treasury, unless the 
Government shall decide to buy 4 per cent. 
and 44 per cent. bonds at the ruling pre- 
mium in the market. The amount that can 
be redeemed in 1891 will be only $250,000, - 
000, and the accumulated surplus may then 
greatly exceed that sum, but not until 1907, 
or sixteen years later, will the 4 per cents, 
amounting to $737,610,550, become redeem- 
able. 

The difficulties that attend the reduction 
of the debt in the near future are not, how- 
ever, fully shown by these facts. Controller 
Kwox announced, in December last, that the 
national banks held as security for their 
circulation $220,000,000 of the bonds which 
the Gcvernment has now begun to call in 
anil redeem. ‘The retirement of the 3 per 
cents may effect the circulation, for in the 
place of the called bonds, the banks, 1f they 
want to retain their circulation, must 
Geposit in the Treasury the sume amount, 
either in ‘‘ lawful money”’ or «ther Govern- 
ment bonds. As the issue of circulating 
notes yields a very sinall profit, and as other 
bonds command a high premium, some 
banks may prefer to give up the circulation 
affected by the redemption of these called 
bonds, and in this way contract the cur- 
rency. Whatever may de the effect upon 
the volume of national bank notes, it is an- 
fortunate that the Government should be 
compelled to disturb the basis of the na- 
tional banking system. 

The surplus is too large. If it had been 
reduced to the smount required for the 
sinsing fund—about $45,000,000--the out- 
iook would now be more satisfactory. 


MATOHES, WHISKY, AND TOBACCO. 

For rnany yearsihe Diamond Match Com- 
pany has had a monopoly of the manufac- 
ture of matches in this country. it was 
really made up of many companies blended 
inone. Norival company could command 
a tenth part as much capital, and none could 
successfully compete with it in the Ameri- 
can market. This company stoutly op- 
posed the removal of the stamp tax on 
matches and the changes in the tariff by 
which its trade was effected, for both the 
internal revenue tax and the duty aided 
in preserving its profitable 


powerfully 
monopoly. 


On the 1st of July, however, the one-cent !

stamp tax on each package of matches was 
abolished, and through the abolition of du- 
ties on wrappings and of Custom-house 
charges and commissions the tariff tax on 
imported matches was reduced from 35 to 
15 per cent. Matches dropped in price at 
once, for the cheap matches of Sweden im- 
mediately sought this market, and the Dia- 
mond Match Company put down its prices. 
It has now issued a circular price list in 
it announces a reduction of over 
50 per cent., from $5 10 per 
case to $2 25 and $250.

But the good results of the 
removal of the stamp tax on matches furnish 
not so much as the shadow of an argu- 
ment for the abolition of the taxes on tobac- 
co, spirits, and fermented liquors. Matches 
are one of the necessaries of life. Every- 
body uses them, and everybody is taxed when 
a stamp must be affixed to every package. 
But the payment of the whisky and tobacco 
tax 1s purely voluntary. Any man who for 
any reason is opposed to internal revenue 
taxes may escape those now imposed in this 
country by abstaining from tobacco, whisky, 
and beer. The people would receive no 
benefit whatever from the repeal of these 
laws unless cheap whisky and cheap tobacco 
are public benefits. We do not believe they 
are. 

The cry that has gone up for the repeal of 
the internal revenue taxes is false and hypo- 
critical. These taxes are not oppressive, for 
it is in their very nature that they must be 
paid by those who are both able and willing 
to pay them. The politicians, the newspa- 
pers, and the party conventions, like that 
of the Pennsylvania Republicans and that 
of the Democrats at Trenton the other day, 
who demand the removal of these taxes, 
wish to be rid of them in order that duties 
on imports may be raised. 


GEN. ROSECRANS’S VIEWS. 


While some of his Democratic brethren 
are talking very joudly about the terrible 
evil of ‘‘absenteeism’”’ in the Government 
service and predicting that the Republic will 
soon perish unless Federal office-holders shall 
be compelled to remain at their desks and at- 
tend strictly to business, Gen. Wriitam S. 
Rosgecrans, who represents the First Con- 
gressional District in California, publicly de- 
fends an officer who has been dismissed for 
having persistently and continuously neglect- 
ed his duty in the face of repeated remon- 
strance and admonition. Faun VANDER- 
YVOORT was a clerk in the railway nail ser- 
vice, stationed at Omaha, and he also was 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. Although drawing pay for 
work supposed to have been done by him in 
behalf of the Government, he devoted nearly 
all of his time to the duties of his other 
office. He was absent from his post no 
less than 265 days in the last fiscal year, en- 
gaged in Grand Army duty, and if we take 
into account Sundays and ijegal holidays, it 
appears that he used very little of his time 
in doing Government work. This continued 
absence is admitted by him and by his de- 
fender, who also admits that when VanDER- 
voort Jeft his post he placed in the hands 
of a subordinate ‘‘personal daily reports’’ 
signed by himin blank, which were filled 
out for the 265 days and forwarded to the 
Post Office Department as having been made 
by him. 

Gen. Rosecrans attempts to defend 
VANDERVOORT, who is trying to regain his 
position, by asserting that there was an 
‘understanding’ between VANDERVOORT 
and his superior officers in Washington be- 
fore Judge GresH#am became Postmaster- 
General, in accordance with which he was 
to be allowed to hold his clerkship, to 
draw his pay, and to be absent nearly 
all of the time for the purpose of doing 
work for the Grand Army. He cannot 
understand, it seems, how Judge GRESHAM 
can interfere with «n arrangement or xn 
‘* understanding’ which was so convenient 
for the clerk, and although he does not 
openly censure the new Postmaster-General 
for having undertaken to protect the ‘nter- 
ests of the United States, one can easily find 
between the lines of his defense the sug- 
gestion that Judge GRESHAM ought to have 
been satisfied with the srrangements al- 
jleged to have been made with VANDERVOORT 
by his predecessor. 

The case of VANDERVOORT is of impor- 
tance only because it shows once more that 
intelligent and prominent men persistently 
refuse to take a sensible view of what a Gov- 
ernment clerk owes to his employer. Would 
Gen. RosEcRANS agree to pay a man a good 
salary, with a liberal allowance for expenses, 
for faithfully attending to his business, day 
after day, in a‘distant city, and nt the same 
time allow him to be absent 265 days 
in a year, and in those 265 days to 
work for some one else? Probably 
not. But he hastens to the defense 
of a man who has neglected in this way the 
interests of his employer and has suffered a 
penalty fairly imposed. A representative of 
the people ought not to oppose the applica- 
tion of ordinary business principles to the 
civil service, for it is the people who pay the 
salaries of clerks like VANDERVOORT, and 
they believe that those who receive the sal- 


! aries ought at least to try to earn them.

RAISED INSURANCE RATES 
—_—_.>-—— 
SOME OPINIONS GF RETAIL DRY 
GOODS DEALERS. 
THE NEW RATES IN OPERATION—SOME MER- 
CHANTS OBJECT AND OTHERS ACCEPT 
THE INCREASE WITHOUT COMPLAINT. 


The new schedule of insurance rates agreed 
upon by the New-York Tariff Association for the 
large retail dry goods houses went into effect yes- 
terday. Printed lists of the new rates were sent to 
all of the insurance companies who belong to the 
Tariff Association, and the officers of the latter, it 
is declared, will rigidly adhere to the increased 
schedule. About one-half of the members of the 
New-York Board of Fire Underwriters belong to 
the Tariff Association, but the last named or- 
ganization embraces many of the largest 
insurance companies in this City. The ad- 
vance of rates is justified by the insurance 
men on the ground that with the old retes all of 
the companies must lose money on their large 
risks. The new rates, it is urged, have been care- 
fally graded so as to allow the companies merely a 
fair profit. Experienced insurance men say that 
when the new schedule is fairly in operation it will 
not be found to be burdensome on the business 
community. The advance, it is said, is only slight 


in many respects, and only in a few special cases 
have the rates been increasesé one-half of 1 per cent. 

Retail dry goods and millinery dealers affect- 
ed by the new schedule differed in _ their 
opinions concerning the advance when talked with 
vesterday. Representatives of the firm of Edward 
Ridley & Sons said that they considered the ad- 
vauce unwarranted. The firm was paying nowa 
high enough rate when the precautions against fire 
taken by it and the standing of the firm were con- 
sidered. * Wedon'’t want to boast,” said one cf 
the gentlemen, * but we believe that we are better 

rotected against fire than any similar house 
nthe City. We have extinguishers and hose on 
every floor. an army of clerks here from 7 A. M. to 
7 P. M., and four watchmen who patrol the build- 
ing from top to bottom all night long and signal 
the District Telegraph Office every half hour. 
There is a moral side to this auestion, teo,” con- 
tinued the gentleman. “Some firms have a repu- 
tation for burning out now and then, and the haz- 
ard in taking a risk on their property ought to be 
greater.” 

Mr. Hatch, of Lord & Taylor, was inclined to 
take a more conservative view of the increase in 
rates. ‘“* Every man who insures his property,”’ 
he said, “is interested in the prosperity of the 
company which insures him, If they can't pros- 
peron the rates which we have been paying it 
would seem as if they ought tomake higher ones. 
Any man objects, of course, to paying more for an 
article than he has been paying, but I, as a mer- 
chant, don’t feel qualified to say that the advance 
in rates isnot justified, We carry between $1,500.- 
000 and $2,000,000 insurance on our two stores, and 
an increase of 25 per cent. in the rates we have to 
Pay means a good deal, of course. Still it may be 
Necessary. There is one thing pretty sure. 
If the advance is greater than the circum- 
stances warrant the matter will adjust itself. 
If risks can be taken at lower rates 
than those fixed bythe Tariff Association, new 
companies will spring up and take them. Itmight 
have been better forthe association to have ad- 
vanced the rates gradually instead of all at once. 
The fact is, however, we have ot to have insnu- 
rance and insurance companies, and they have got 
to do a good business. We have been insured for 
50 years, and during that time have had one little 
fire, by which we lost $2,000 or $3,000, but we have 
been secured against loss all the time and think it 
a good investment.”” The Broadway store of the 
firm is connectea by a private wire with fire head- 
quarters, and the time required to get fire appara- 
tus to the building is about aslongasit would 
take to walk across the store. 

Members of the firm of Simpson, Crawford & 
Simpson expressed the opinion that the advance in 
rates was unjustifiable. The insurance companies, 
in their judgment, were run on too costly a plan. 
They believed a co-operative insurance company 
feasible. ‘*Asa matter of fact,” said one of the 
members, “the ipsurance companies haven't made 
verv much out ofus. We were burned out atew 
years ago.” 

Mr. Charles B. Wenster, of R. H. Macy & Co., 
also thought the advance unwarranted. Business 
men, he believed, were paying as high rates now 
as they could stand. In his opinivun there were 
not enough insurance companies. As to the state- 
mentthat insurance companies were not making 
money, Mr. Webster said he had noticed a 
published report of at least one company indicat- 
ing a semi-annual dividend of 10 per cent. He 
considered that a fair profit. Business men might 
combine and insure themselves. Mill-owners in 
the East had done that. 

President Oakley, of the Howard Fire Insurance 
Company, who is also President of tbe Tariff Asso- 
ciation, said that heretofore the assoeiation haa 
not had a fixed schedule of rates on retail dry 
goods and millinery stores. There had been cer- 
tain current rates, (in some cases as high as the 
new schedule,) and those had been made absolute. 
The advance in rates began on storage stores sev- 
eral years ago, extended to the dry goods district, 
and was now brought to bear on certain classes of 
retail stores. The present advance did not aver- 
age more than 25 percent. Under the new sched- 
ule rates ranged from 40 cents up to 144 per cent. 
There was one risk in the City at 134 per 
cent. and one at 2. The President of another 
company said that for five years insurance 
companies all over the world had been msking 
nothing. During the six months ended June 30 
the foreign companies doing bu-iness in this City 
had paid losses averaging 67 per cent. of the pre- 
miums received by them. Local companies had 
received during the same period premiums 
amounting to $11,377,000 and had paid losses of 
$6,772,000—a fraction less than 60 per cent. “It 
costs,” said the gentleman, ‘“‘more than 30 per 
cent.to do the business of the insurance compa- 
nies. It costs nearly if not quite 85 percent. You 
will perceive that very little margin is left. There 
is a gradua) increase in rates because it is neces- 
sary. The work in that direction is being extend- 
ed. This is only one stepin a gencral increase 
which has been going on for some time and will 


continue.”

M. ANTOINE PLATEAU. 

A dispatch from Paris announces the death, 
on Wednesday, of M. Antoine Ferdinand Joseph 
Plateau, the well-known Belgian scientist. M. 
Plateau was born in Brussels Oct. 14, 1801, bis 
father being a house painter. He was a pupil at 
the University of Liege, and studied both law and 
the sciences. Afterward he paid special attention 
to mathematics, physics, and astronomy, ard in 
1829 he was made a Doctor of Science. Seven 
years later he became a member of the Royal 
Academy. Upon the reorganization of the Belgian 


educational system in 18385 M. Plateau was made 
Professor of Physics and Astronumy at the Uni- 
versity of Ghent. In 1852 he was clected a cor- 
responding member of the Academy of Suwiences, of 
Paris. M. Plateau wasthe author of a number of 
treatises on the phenomena of light. optics, and 
vision, and a contributor to several scientific pub- 


lications.

MR. ABBEY DISPELS A CLOUD.

SOME DISCONTENT AMONG BIS 8TOCKHOLD- 
ERS ALLAYED BY AN EXPLANATION. 


Slight mutterings of discontent have lately 
been heard among some of the stoknolders of the 
Metropolitan Opera-house. Several of the gentle- 
men who subscribed $15,000 toward the construc- 
tion of the new opera-houre understood that, by 
virtue of such subscription, they were each to en- 
joy the exclusive possession of a box. They de- 
clare that at the recent distribution of the boxes 
by lot nothing was said regarding additional 
charges to be made during the operatio season. 
The stockholders expected to pay the reguiar 


rates of admission to the opera-house, but beyond 
that they had no thought—so some ot them sav-~ 
of being taxed for their special privileres as box- 
holders. Mr. Abbey, who leased the building from 
the Board of Directors, it appears, has different 
ideas on this subject. In arranging the schedule 
of prices which he expects his patrons to pay for 
enjoying the operatio entertainments that he has 
been at so much expense to prepare he put the 
price of a private box to non-stockhoiders at $1,200 
for the season. 

Circulars have lately been sent 'o the stockhold- 
ers informing them that if they wish to occupy 
their boses throughout the séason they will be re- 
quired to pay $i,200, the same as any outsider. and 
in addition they are asked to bind themselyes to 
pay $600 extra each if called upon todo so. One 
stockholder, who declared that he had received a 
circular to the foregoing effect. informed a Tines 
reporter that he thoucht it was putting it on the 
orizina! subscribers pretty steeply.

IDEAS WHICH “UNULE RUFUS” GOT 
ON HIS RECENT TRIP. 

A FEW ‘“‘TIPs’’ CONCERNING THE NORTH- 

ERN PACIFIC AND DAKOTA LANDS—AND 

SOME REMARKS ABOUT SUNDRY 8TOCKS. 


**Uncle Rufus” Hatch has returned to this 
City from what he calls his *‘ yachting on wheels” 
with a greater store of energy than before and 
with glowing ideas of the North-western country. 
A TrMEs reporter who called on Mr. Hatch at his 
office to get his views on what he had seen and 
learned on the trip tothe Yellowstone region had 
quite an extended conversation, which ran as fol- 
lows: 

Reporter—I suppose, Uncle Rufus, you are now 
better posted than ever on the great North-west- 
ern country beyond Chicago? 

Mr. Hatch—Well, I've seen enough to make mea 
“ball” on everything in that section of country; 
and a man who should travel overthe same ground, 
keeping his eyes and ears open, and then go 
“short” of such stocks as Rock Island, St. Paul, 
Burlington and Quincy, and North-western must 
be “short” of common sense. 

Reporter—But what do you say about the North- 
ern Pacific ? 

Mr. Hatch—Why, the Northern Pacific owns an 
empire in its Jand grant, which of itself makes the 
securities of the road valuable. All the land grant 
roads in the country have paid, and as the North- 


ern Pacific has the last tract of land that will ever 
be granted to a railroad, you can readily see what 
its future is tobe. The absolute fixed charges on 
the Northern Pacific, Oregon Transcontinental, and 
Oregon Navigation collectively. will be less than 
$4,000,000.

As I understand it, the first mortgage 
bonds of the Northern Pacific ar«a lien onthe 
lands es wel) as the road, and I believe from 
what I know of railroad land grants—and my ex- 
perience regarding them covers 20 years—and from 
my recent observations while traveling over the 
Nortnern Pacific Road, the sale of its Jand alone 
will yield sufficient to redeem its stock and bonds 
in less than 10 years. Where | saw stations only a 
year ago there are now cities, towns, and villages. 
What lam telling you is not * guess-work.” it's 
eyesight. The fact that the country along the line 
of the road is being settled tn this way, and with 5 
cents per mile for passengers and the rate they are 
allowed by Government to charge for freights, 
as I found out to my discomfort when building and 
furnishing the Yellowstone Park Hotel, ought to 
convince the most skeptical that this property is 
sure to pay. 

Reporter—What evidence have you that the dis- 
tricts of country through which this road passes 
are growing so rapidly? 

Mr. Hatch—Actual figures. Last year there were 
about 800,000 acres under cultivation in Dakota. 
This year there are 1,600,000, and next year they 
will probably be doubled again. 

Reporter—Is Dakota so much of a Territory ? 

Mr. Hatch—It is only 152,000 square miles, or 
three-quarters as large as all of France, which is 
204,000 square miles. England, Ireland, Scotland, 
and Wales contain but 64,000 square miles more 
than Dakota, and yet the latter is but one of the 
ee traversed by this great transcontinental 
road. * 

Reporter—Is the road all ready for business? 

Mr. Hatch—Yes, in every way. I find they have 
468 locomotives, nearly all new and of the very Jatest 
construction, steel rails the entire length of the 
road, and that their equipment equals any of those 
of the Eastern roads. Day passenger cars on the 
New-York Central would be considered only fair 
emigrant cars out there. 

RKeporter—How about the tunnel which is to cost 
$10,000, 000 ? 

Mr. Hatch—That statement is only a few ciphers 
out of the way. The estimated cost of the tunnel 
is $850,000, and it willnot exceed $500,000 at the 
outside—$50,000 more to finish it will be ample. I 
am sorry to say that this is but one of the many 
false statements put forth by dlack-mailing sheets, 
and something should be done to stop such in- 
famous misrepresentations. I believe in ‘* bear- 
ing’’ worthless securities and * bulling’’ good ones, 
but the persons or papers that circulate statements 
of this kind with intent to deceive are worse than 
cowboys on a strike ortrain robbers. They do more 
damage. any way. 

Reporter—What class of people are settling upon 
these lands? 

Mr. Hatch—I found New-England and New-York 
people at all the new places. The settlers are 
mostly from the Northern States. The little red 
school-Lonse and the church are features of every 
settiement. 

Reporter—Were the foreigners of your party 
pleazed with the country they saw? 

Mr. Hatch—They were enthusiastic over it. You 
know the aristocracy of Europe is based upon 
landed proprictorsbips, and the advantage of invit- 
ing, on such a trip, Europeans capable of judging 
of the possibilites of the country, to see it for 
themselves, is that for every one that comes and 
looksthere will be ten more influenced to invest. 
Not only this, but they will influence capital to 
take hold of the stocks and bords of our Western 
roads—for there is plenty of foreign money to in- 
vest in good American securities. For instance, 
settlements by the right kind of emigrants will put 
Northern Pacific just where Rock Island, North- 
western, St. Paul, and Chicago. Burlington and 
Quincy are now. It is lesa than five years ago that 
I went about the ‘Street’ trying to get people to 
buy North-western common stock in the thirties. I 
remember one instance where R. L. Cutting, Jr., 
bought me 300 shares of it without margin—for a 
dollar was as big to me in those days as a cart- 
wheel—and I borrowed money on 10,000shares of J.

The Illinois Central bad but 
2,500,000 acres. The Northern Pacific has 42,000,000. 
Some of it has been sold, some of it is bad, but ad- 
mitting that but halfof whatis leftis good you 
still have an immense tract of valuable land, which 
will soon be taken up. 

Reporter— Weil, Uncle Rufus, I suppose [ can 
set you down as a ** bull’ on the stock market gen- 
erally? 

Mr. Hatch—Yon can set me down asa “ bull” on 
the country at large, for I can tell you it is all 
right, and was never more prosperous than to-day. 
The trouble has been an over-production of certain 
articles.

. ZACHARY TAYLOR’S MONUMENT.S 


UNVEILED QUIETLY IN THE PRESENCE OF 
A SMALL GATHERING. 


LOUISVILLE, Sept. 20.—The unveiling of the 
monument to ex-President Zachary Taylor was 
quietly performed this morning in presence of sev- 
eral hundred spectators. The grave is some miles 
distant from the city, and is not easily reached. 
About 40 Mexican veterans attended in a 
body bearing the old flag of the Louis- 
ville Legion, carried through Mexico. Bish- 


op Kavanaugh and Dr. EE. T. Perkins 
conducted the religious exercises, and Gen. Wil- 
liam Preston, formerly Minister to Spain, intro- 
duced the orator of the day, Gen. Thomas L. Crit- 
tenden, United States Army. As Taylor's intimate 
friend and companion in youth, Crittenden was ap- 
propriately chosen. He made a warm, though not 
fulsome, eulogy of the dead President. 

After the ceremonies the monument and vete- 
rans were photographed. The monument is easily 
seen from theroad. Placed on thetop of a high 
hill it commands a view of the whole surrounding 
country. The base of the shaft and pedestal are of 
unpolished granite. The base bears inscriptions 
giving thedates of the birth and death of the 
General and of the battles he fought. 
On the, face the coat of arms of the 
United States is carved in bold relief. In 
the middle of the shaft which supports the 
statue is a bronze medallion, and just below it are 
the initials of the General. Surmounting the 
whole and standing on a marble hase is a beauti- 
ful marble statue representing himasinlife. The 
head is pare und the left foot isa little advanced. 
The right hand restx on the belt which girts his 
military uniform, while the left holds the cap and 
clutches a sword.

confession. She told the story of her life ina 
plain, simple wav. She was born in Poland in 
1862, immigrated with her parents 15 years ago to 
Smoky City, Penn., and two years later to Brvan, 
Ohio, where, at the age of 15, she married Virder. 


Four years ago she left her husband on account, 
she says, of abuse from her husband's parents, 
with whom they had lived. She went to Alpena, 
Mich.. where her parents resided, and remained 
until her trip to Beaver Dam in June. She pur- 
chased the arsenic from a druggist at Alpena, and 
brought it with her, intending to poison ber hus- 
band should he still refuse to set up a homestead 
separate from his parents. She put the arsenic in 
a dose of medicine being prepared for Mr. Virder 
by his mother. She implicates no one, nor does 
she seek to excuse her crime. 

Mrs. Virder isa woman of medium height, dark 
complexion, black eyes, and is apparentiy unedu- 
cated. She does not seem to realize the extent of 
the great crime she has committed. The young 
murderess is almost certain to get a life sentence.

that he only married her after having sat- 
istied himself that she had not been previ- 
ously married, and that in proof of this 
she can show that her husband wrote to Kelly 
warning him not to harass his wife. Mrs. Keyes, by 
any pretensions of previous marriage. When Gen. 
Keves first saw his present wife he became so 
enamored of her that he persuaded his former wile 
to consent to be divorced from him, whicn she im- 
mediately did. The social prominence of the 
parties invests the case with much interest. The 
matter will be tried in the Superior Court ina few 
weeks.

CADET HARTIGAN’S CASE. 
fae Stee : 
HIS FRIENDS DETERMINED TO HAVE HIM 
REINSTATED AT WEST POINT. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The friends of 
Cadet Hartigan, of Chicago, who was recently dis- 
missed from West Point for hazing, are determined 
to secure his reinstatement, if possible, and will, 
at all events, insist that the charges against him 
ought to be tried by court-martial. They insist 
that young Hartigan has been dismissed on 4 


false charge, without adequate evidence, and that 
the grossest Injustice has been done him. They 
are preparing a formidable statement to be sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of War to show that Hart- 
igan was unjustly dismissed from the Academy, 
and they will present to the Secretary a state- 
ment that the entire facts of Hartigan’s connection 
with the matter are as follows, and tbat it can be 
Droved that he was not the man who pushed 
Acuff into the citch, or in any way molested him: 

On the evening of July 21, a numben of cadets, 
afterreturning from the german, conceived the 
idea of having some fun with a Fourth Class senti- 
nel, who was enjoying his first hour of guard jury. 
This isa very common thing to do, as the per- 
formance of a sentinel’s duty in accordance with 
the prescribed methods of challenging and advanc- 
ing is rather a complicated matter, and unless the 
sentinel is endowed with unusual coolness, and is 
thoroughly familiar with his orders, he is certain 
to make many laughable blunders, and generally 
ends by losing his head entirely and shouting for 
the Corporal of the Guard, whose advent on the 
Scene puts a stop to the fun. 

Itisa mistake to suppose that this species of 
**deviling” is confined to the new men. Its object 
isas much to test the sentinel's knowledge of his 
orders and to exercise him in putting them into 
execution as to amuse the spectators, and 
is frequently practiced by Third Class men 
on their own elassmates, when they are 
awkward enough to make it amusing. 
If the sentinel proves himseif master of the situa- 
tion by advancing his visitors properly, or by 
coolly ignoring them, he is let‘alone. An example 
of this occurred on the night in question. Another 
““plebe” sentinel walked his post apparently 
oblivious to the strange forms around him, and in 
answer toaquestion as to why he did not chal- 
lenge them he replied that ne had nothing in his 
orders about challenging ghosts. That sentinel 
had no further trouble. 

In no case is there any intention to injure the 
sentinel In any way, and the statement that Mr. 
Acuft was hurt by his treatment is a mistake. It 
has been persistently stated that there was a pre- 
concerted plan among the cadets in which Harti- 
gan was implicated, indeed, that he was the prime 
mover, and that the other cadets who reeeived 
such punishment received it for implication ia this 
affair. Nothing could be more erroneous. The 
punishment of ail but Hartigan was, with two ex- 
ceptions, inflicted for refusing to act as spies on 
their classmates, and several of the cadets thus 
punished had nothing whatever to do with hazing. 
There was no concerted action, and every one acted 
independently of the others, each doing whatever 
came into his head. Some ran across the sentinel’s 
post in different directions, others called at him. 
while others looked on and enjoyed the fun until 
finally one of the cadets—not a party—not content 
with the comparatively harmless amusement, 
seized a favorable opportunity when the sentinel 
was “ calling off,’ rushed from behind a tent near 
his post, and pushed him into the ditch. He 
was not in collusion with Hartigan, and was act- 
ing independently of and unknown to him. 

The explanation of this apparent implication, 
which has never been given, is this: The sentinel, 
in his annoyance and excitement, had been Jun- 
ging withall his strength at cadets who were stand- 
ing in his vicinity. had wounded one of them quite 
seriously, and bad barely missed another in a 
thrust that would most certainly have run him 
through had it struck him. At this stage 
of the proceedings Hartigan, who had 
just come on the scene, remarked to a 
lriend: ‘*That man will stick somebody seri- 
ously, and will get himself and us into 
trouble. I'm going to tell him to be more careful 
with his bayonet.’’ It was rather a dangerous un- 
dertaking, as the sentinel was lunging promuscu- 
ously at all whocame near him, and Hartigan‘s 
first idea was to advance as officer of the guard, 
and thus get an opportunity to speak to him. 
But, after a moment’s reflection, he said to a 
friend, (who ‘will testify to the fact): “ No, 
I can’t do that. It wouldn’t be right, 
for I am not the officer of the guard.” 
Another friend advised him not to go, for the 
sentinel might recognize bim, (as it was 
a bright moonlight night and he was not 
disguised) and might tell onhim. He laughed and 
said he was going to cantion the sentinel about 
using his bayonet so viciously, indicating that he 
did not intend to do anything to make him any 
trouble, even if he was caught. The sentinel ad- 
vanced him as officer of the guard, to which Harti- 
gan replied, ‘‘ 1am not the officer of the guard: 
advance me properly.”’ After reaching the senti- 
nel, he told him he bad been using his bayonet 
most too freely, or words to that effect. 

At this juncture the sentinel on post No. 2 
called off “No.2, half-past 11 o’clock, and all's 
well.” Mr. Acuff, whose post was No. 3, then 
faced from camp, according to regulations, and 
prepared to call off. when Hartigan left his post. 
The sentinel had not finished his call when the 
cadet mentioned above, who, entirely unknown to 
Hartigan, was concealed bebind the tent, rushed 
out and pushed him overthe bank. The idea that 
Hartigan would be simp'e enough to think for 
& moment that he could stand face to face 
with the sentinel and talk to him on a 
bright moonlight night, and that because he wore 
a sword and belts the sentinel would take him for 
one of the officers of the guard, with whom he bad 
been on guard for 15 hours, and with whose face 
be must have been familiar, is preposterous. It is 
all the more absurd whemit is known that the two 
officers of the guard were the fattest two men in 
the class, one weighing 180 pounds and the other 
190 pounds, while Mr. Hartiganis remarkably thin 
and bony. Thereis about the same resemblance 
between them as between Alexander H. Stephens 
and David Davis.

TWO YOUTHS ON A RAMPAGE. 


THE TROUBLE WHICH THEY CAUSED IN YORK- 
VILLE YESTERDAY. 

A singular complication of difficulties was 
caused by the druuken frolic of two Yorkville 
youths yesterday at noon. J. McCabe, of Fifty-fifth- 
street and First-avenue, and John Finnegan, of No. 
$85 East Thirty-sixth-street, went into the butcher's 
shop of Mrs. Matilda Mahla, at No. 697 First-ave- 
nue, and one of them presented a revolver at her 
head while the other caught her by the throat. 
Her screams frightened them from_ the 
premises, and they took refuge in a sa- 
loon at Seventieth-street and First-avenue. 
After taking several drinks of liquor 
they began quarreling with two icemen who were 
in the saloon, and one of them, Martin Muldoon, 
of No. 831 East Thirty-third-street, was atruck on 
the head with the hardle of the nistol held by Mc- 
Cabe. After this the disorderly youths were 
driven from the place, but returned after a brief 
but vigorous bombardment of the saloon with 
stones and beer kegs. They then engaged in a 
hand-to-hana conflict with J. Riley, the bar-keeper, 
in the course of which Riley shot McCabe inthe 
nand, when both of the rioters fled down the 
street, the bar-keepertin the meantime following 
and firing several shots at them, one of which took 
effect in the thigh of John McCauley. aged 9 years, 
residing at No. 695 First-avenue. The fugitives 
were captured after a long chase over the roofs of 
tenement-houses and through dark and crooked 
passage-ways. ; 

As the resu't of the frolic McCabe and Finneran 
were held for trial each in $1,500 bail by Justice 
Hermann, in the Yorkville Police Court. In addi- 
tion to this McCabe was held in $500 additional 
bail for the assault on Muldoon, and each was held 
in $5C0 more bail for the assault on Mrs. Mahla. 
Riley was held in $500 bail for wounding the boy.

THE COMMENTS OF THE INSPECTOR AND 
STEAM-BOAT OWNERS—CLOSING THE 
RIVERDALE INVESTIGATION. 

' {nspector Starbuck said yesterday that his 

frst knowledge of John Cullum, the boiler-maker 

of Kingston, who testified Wednesday before him, 
was conveyed in a letter which Cullum sent to the 

Secretary of the Treasury, The letter was forward- 

ed to Mr, Starbuck. Init Cullum offered to give 

pyidence concerning what he considered the loose 
method of inspecting boilers, and advocated the 
passage of a law requiring boiler-makers to report 
to the Government Inspectors the nature of all re- 
pairs made by them. The Inspector at once 
summoned Cullum as a witness. He said he be- 
lieved Cullum was honest in his convictions, but 
thought his statements were exaggerated. Cul- 
lum’s statement that the boilers of half the 


Sound boats were unsafe was, Mr. Starbuck be- 
ved, unwarranted by the facts. It was as much, 
not more, to the interest of the owners of the 

Sound boats to have safe boilers in them than for 

the Government to know that they were safe.

formation came from the talk in the shops in 
which he worked. The boilérs on which he 
haa worked might ali have been condemned since

The best men that could be found 
were employed to inspect boilers, and they were 

uired to make the inspection thorough. 
ere were 900 boilers to be inspected every year, 
and the head of the bureau had to rely upon 
bis assistants. Inspections once a year might not 
be often enough, but no more could be done with 
the force at the dis of the Supervising In- 
pector. In the bands of a capable engineer a boil- 
er certainly ought ~~ to deteriorate enough in 
year to become dangerous.

The first event of interest was 
the feat of Mr. Jchn Barry’s horse, Steve Max- 
well, who was driven with a running mate 
@ mile in 2:1734. This performance gave great 


hopes to the driver, John Murphy, of reducing the 
record of Maxwell trom 2:21 to £:17. St. Julien is 
being “ worked” in condition for his race on the 
29th witn Jay-Eye-See, and trotted a mile yester- 
day in 2:25, the first quarter being accomplished in 
0:344% and the first balfin 1:10. He is veing kept 
up to this bigh — of exercise so that there 
will be no possibility of his being pushed too 
hard in the proposed race. 

Mr. Sheppard F. Knapp gave his fine team 
Charlie Hogan and Sam hil! a mile, and their ex- 
cellent work was much admired by the spectators. 
This team is considered the best matched fast 
pair in America, though neither of the horses has 
a record. The second mile they ever trotted 
on the track was turned out in 2:21, and 
Mache says he will beat 2:20 with them next 
week.

MR. JEROME THOMPSON ROBBED. 


‘THE OLD SsTORY’’ AND “‘THE LITTLE 
PIONEERS’ TAKEN FROM HIS STUDIO. 
Mr. Jerome Thompson, the artist, discov- 
ered on his return from the country Wednesday 
evening that two valuable paintings had been 
stolen from his studio, in the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association Building, during his absence. Two 
or three days after bis departure, about the middle 
of July, one of the tenants in the building reported 
to the janitor that the door of Mr. Thompson's 
room was open. The janitor found that both the 


locks had been broken, but nothing in the room 
appeared disturbed. The many pictures in the 
studio appeared to be in the same places as 
usual, so the janitor had the locks re- 
paired and dismissed the matter from his mind. 
The theft wae no difficult matter to accomplish, as 
there are many other studios in the building anda 
man carrying down stairs two large pictures would 
hardly have attracted any notice. 

Mr. Thompson thinks it is possible that two 
men, who applied to him a few days pre- 
vious to his departure for positions as models, 
one of whom stole his watch at the time, 
may have had some hand in the theft. 
Probably there was ouly one thief, as two men. it 
is thought, would have taken more pictures. He 
must have been somewhat of a connoisseur In art, 
as thetwo pictures taken were the only ones in 
the room that were completed, and also which 
were notin frames. It is surmised from this fact 
that the thief isthesame one who stole the pic- 
tures from Wi!lmurt’s gallery a short time ago, as 
the same discernment was used in making the se- 
lection. 

Mr. Thompson states that the very lowest price 
he would have taken for each of the stolen pic- 
tures was $1,500, and he hoped to get that sum for 
the sale of the copyright alone of one of them. 
The canvases were each 26x40 inches and were 
finished very handsomely. The title of oneis **The 
Old Story,’’a country scene. In the background 
are seen the Berkshire Hills, in the middle distance 
is an old-fasnioned country house, while in 
the foreground a Jad and lassie are whispering to 
each other the old story of love, alarge dogina 
kennel being the only witness. Ths other canvas 
is entitled ‘*The Little Pioneers,’ and its scene is 
laid at the head-waters of the Mississippi River, 
near Lake Itaska.

WHO WILL NOT WORRY ANY MORE HOUSE-

STONE-CUITERS CALL A HALT. 


—_— oe s 
AN ASSOCIATION FORMED TO GUARD AGAINST 
IMPECUNIOUS BUILDERS. 

The master stone-cutters of this City have 
formed an organization under the title of the 
Masters Freestone-cutters’ Association, with the 
object of fostering, protecting, and promoting 
their welfare. Of the 58 firms engaged in the busi- 
ness, all but one, that of James Sinclair & Co., have 
joinea the association, of which Edward R. Gill is 
President, John McGarigal Vice-President, and M. 
C, Henry, Treasurer. The purpose of the associa- 


tion as expressed in its constitution is to obtain 
more prompt and trustworthy information as to 
the character and responsibility of persons dealing 
with its members, to guard against the unneces- 
sary extension of credits, and to secure the settle- 
ment of differences and difficulties by a Board 
of Arbitration. Every member of a firm may 
join the organization, put only one representa- 
tive of a firm has the richt to vote on 
any question. The initiation fee was placed at $5 
before Sept. 1, but new firms wishing to join in 
the futare will be tuxed $500 for the privilege. 

The Secretary js reguired to seep a record of 
builders of doubtful credit, which Is to be at all 
times open to the members, and each mem- 
ber is required to furnish the Secretary with 
the names of all persons dealing with him whom 
he bas good reason to pronounce as unsafe 
to reveive credit. Every member binds himself 
to refuse to furnish stone to buildings} in 
course of construction “where the original free- 
stone contractor has not received the amount due 
him, in cases where, owing to foreclosure proceed- 
ings or from simuar causes, another builder is called 
on to finish the contract, unless upon the written 
consent of the original contractor.’”’ Every mem- 
ber also binds himself not to buy stone from seny 
wholesale dealer who has sold stone to any firm in 
this City not belonging to the association, or who 
has soid stoneto any person or firm not having an 
established yard and not being a practical stone- 
cutter, to be delivered in tnis City. In case of 
strikes or other difficulties between the employers 
and their men, the association wil! be called to- 
gether to take active measures to secure the in- 
terests of the aggrieved member. 

Mr. McDonald, of the firm of M. C. Henry & Co.. in 
speaking of the new organization yesterday, said: 
“The master stone-cutters have simply combined 
in this organization to protect themselves. It nas 
been a very common thing for men owning 8 great 
deal of property to loan a smal] amigjunt of money 
to builders, who give their orders to the stone-cut- 
ters and begin the erection of houses. They get 
their material from us, and then the lender 
steps in, forecloses the mortgage. and we find our- 
selves unable to collect our bills. Now we pro- 
pose to put an end to this by refusing to do any 
work for the man who undertakes to complete the 
building, until the bill of the stone-cutter who fur- 
nished the first stone is settled, A great many so- 
called builders begin the construetion of houses 
without a cent of capital, and we lose by these 
men. We hope to settle all differences with our 
men among ourselves, in the future, by courts of 
arbitration. The association has been needed by 
the trade for a long time, and we have great hopes 
ofthe good which it will accomplish.”

IN DEFENSE OF HIS SICK WIFE.

A STRANGE CASE OF TROUBLE IN THE 
DEMPSEY FAMILY. 

Astrange case of family troubles was be- 
fore the Court of Special Sessions yesterday. John 
Dempsey, of No. 12 Morris-street, was charged 
with assault by his brother Michael. The com- 
plainant said that on the evening of the Ist inst., 
while in his room, he heard his mother screaming 
for help, and on going out in the hall he saw his 
brother John peating the old woman -un- 
mercifully. Michael attempted to drag his 


brother away from their mother, when Jonn 
struck him behind the ear with some 
instrument, inflicting a deep wound. ‘Vhe defend- 
ant told a very different story. He said: “My 
brother, his wife, and my mother have heen in the 
habit of beating my wife, who is very delicate, and 
who is unable to defend herself from their attacks, 
whieh are entirely causeless, except that for some 
reason my brother’s wife is jealous of my wife. 
These attacks have been going on for a long time, 
and I have frequently remonstrated with my rela- 
tives for their cruelty, and have even threatened 
to havo them arrested if they did not stopit. Llcame 
home on Sept. 1 and found my wife lying ona lounge 
in our room apparently suffering very much pain. I 
asked her what was the matter, and at first she 
said it was nothing, but afterward admitted that 
my motherand my sister-in-law had been beating 
her that afternoon, I then determined to put a 
stop to thiscruelty once for ail.and went out of 
the room with the intention of going to my broth- 
er’s room and licking him. My wife followed me, 
begging me not to do anything rash, and in the hall 
outside my brother’s room we met my mother, 
who, without saving a word, struck my wife in the 
face and then twisted her hand in my wife's hair 
with go much force that my wife almost fainted 
with pain. I caught hold of my mother’s arm to 
pull her away, for I didn’t want her to kill my wife, 
when she began screaming for help, and my brother 
came out. He caught hold of me and there was a 
strugegic, and it is possible that I may have struck 
him, as he suys.”’ His story was told in a straight- 
forward way that carried conviction with it, and 
the court discharged the young man from custody. 


THE WAITER BUREAU FRAUDS. 


WHAT THE INVESTIGATION HAS REVEALED 
AND WHAT MR. THOMPSON SAYS. 

A story gained circulation yesterday to the 
effect that the officers of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works had gone far cnough in their investiga- 
tion of the frauds in the collection of the Croton 
water rents tofix the amount of money stolenand 
to ascertain the name of the thief. It was learned 


that the investigation bad confirmed the original 
suspicions of the department as to who the 
guilty man is. His name could not be learned. 
Deputy Commissioner Hamlin said there was 
nothing newin the matter. Commissionver Thomp- 
son had presented a stutement to the Mayor, but 
he had not deemed it wise to give to the public all 
the facts in tne case. He felt thatif given tothe 
public now the ends of justice would be defeated. 
Commissioner Thompson said last evening that he 
hoped to make bis report to the Mayor the last of 
this week or the first of next. The Mayor was 
fully acguaintea with the facts, and he, the 
Commissioner, was looking over the ground again 
to see that nothing had escaped notice. Commis- 
sioner Thompson deemed it imprudent to aay any- 
thing as to the amount or persons involved at 
present. It would have been better had nothing 
at all been said until steps had been taken to bring 
the guilty parties to justice. Commissioner 
Thompson smiled as he said people kept looking 
for something astounding. He left his office 
yesterday afternoon and he afterward learned that 
his absence caused considerable excitement by 
creating the belief that something startling bad 
been developed. 

Water Register Chambers said the investigation 
would last a few days longer before he cou!d make 
areport to his chief on the frauds. The Water 
Bureau and the Bureau of Arrears in the Finance 
Department are working together in the investi- 
gation.
